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TERRIBLE VCATASTROPHE 
IN HARTFORD. 

COLLAPSE OF A HOTEL -FILLED WITH 
SLEEPING GUESTS— HUMAN LIFE 
SACRIFICED TO POLITICS. 

HARTFORD, Feb. 18.—Within the annals of 
Connecticut it is doubtful if there has been such 
an accident, attended with so many terrible de- 
tails, as that which occurred in this city to- 
day. The gloom of the storm is a fitting aecom- 
paniment to the horror of the catastrophe. All 
the city is devoted to no other conversation 
than that based on the destruction of the Park 
Central Hotel while it was full of guests, sleep- 
ing, as they thought, in security. It is believed 
that 25 persons lost their livesin the disaster, 
while, besides these, there is in all likelihood 
quite a acore who will bear the marks of their 
injuries during the remainder of their lives. 
Then, too, there are many more whose lives 
will not be nearly long enough to permit them 
te forget the horror of their awakening in the 
early morning, before the sunlight had made 
their surroundings visible so that they could 
determine the extent of their danger. 

Perbaps the most awful circumstance of the 
disaster was that it came at this time. The 
hotel, which is at High and Allyn streets, is in 
the centfe of the business part of thecity. It 
Was prepared last night to take very fow more 
guests, for ite 86 available rooms were nearly 
all occupied. When the owl train came through 
at 2:30 o’clock some few of the belated pas- 
sengers applied for accommodations, but the 
nicht clerk was obliged to refuse most ot them. 
Then tre house was practieally surrendered to 
the night. ; 

At midnight Amos Risley, the engineer, and 
Alexander Thuer and Amos Griswold, the fire- 
men, according to a criminally careless custom 
which had beenin vogue at the hotel for some 
time, banked, or at least it is believed that they 
banked, the fires for the beilers which ran the 
dynamo and furnished heat, and then they went 
home. The night clerk, Edward Perry, whose 


body fs stillin the ruins, saw that everything 
was as tisual, and sat deziug in his chair. But 
he was to be given a direful awakening. 

It was at 4:50 o’clock, as nearly as can be 
now determined, that the guests of the hotel 
were rolled out of their beds and saw the floors 
giving way beneath them. They had no time to 
analyze the helplessness of their positions 
then; they simply experienced the terrible sen- 
sation of sinking into annibilation without a 
single opportunity of helping themselves. But 
the fioors of the hotel no sooner showed their 
_ instability than there came a dull rumble like 
the rear of distant musketry. Then came a ter- 
rible explosion, and crash went the big hotel, 
with its sleeping inmates, and covered the 
streets for a space of 50 feet around. 

The shock of the explosion was what first in- 
fermed the city of the tragedy in its midst. It 
burst the windows of the Earle House in Allyn- 
street, and shattered the glass in houses 200 
yards away. Dr. O. C. Smith’s yard, which 
adjoined the hotel on Highb-street, was half 
filled with the refuse from the ruins. His 
heuse, a big brick building of two anda haif 
stories, had twe great cracks runniag up almost 
tu the roof. The High-street side of the Judd & 
Root building was plastered two stories high 
with dust and mortar, and not a window of the 
entire five stories remains whole. The plate- 
giass windows on the lower fioor were blown in 
with terrific foree. The ofilee was wrecked, as 
was Zimmerman’s barber’s shop on the corner. 
Areund on the Allyn-street side of the Judd & 
Root Building, windows 50 teet or more from 
the corner, and some of them away upin the top 
floors, were smashed. 

In addition to ail this destruction the roar of 
the explosion was neard io the outskirts of the 
city, and even as far as West Simsbury, 12 
miles away. Thus the awakening to the catas- 
trophe was a tremendous one. ‘The citizens re- 
sponded with a will and at once. The identity 
of the person who first saw the ruins wiil per- 
haps never be discovered; but whoever he was, 
he witnessed a great pile of brick, chunks of 
mortar, with.great squares of lathing in 
the midst, here and there a heavy beam pro- 
truding, which bore upon it bits of bed cloth- 
ing or of the garments of those who afew see- 
onds before were peacefully slumbering, and a 
part of the hotel like a portable house on the 
stage, showing the various fioors, and looking 
as though a giant cleaver hada split the edifice 
from top to bottom. 

There was a horribly suggestive silence in the 
midst of the dust cloud which Dalf obscured the 
wreeked hotel. Then acry of unutterable pain 
was borne tothe ears of the trembling specta- 
tors, follewed by more and mere, untii the ruin 
became vocal with alrthe shrieks and moans 
which might have come trom aninferno. Fer 
such it was. Imprisoned there with no flames 
yet, but with death by fire imminent, tke poor 
human beings who still retained life prayed to 
God and begged the helpless onlookers to rescue 
them before it was too late. It became too late 
very soon, for here and there flame tongues be- 
gan to burst from the great mountain of ruin 
and agony. 

The Fire Department was summoned, but by 
the time the engines lent their puffing to the in- 
creasing noise the fire had obtained good hold 
upon its food, and the fight was necessarily con- 
fined to preventing its spread. This was the 
most hereulean task the Hartford firemen have 
ever had, but they worked like heroes and 
deluged the ruins, the victims welcoming death 
from their injuries when not attended with the 
horrors of incineration. As the smoke was 
cleared away down High-street by the wind the 
fuliextent ef the dumage could be perceived. 
Only the northeast corner of the hotel remained 
Sana; the rest in a twinkling had been laid 

ow. 

The corner of the hotel still standing was oc- 
cupied by ths servants and other empleyes. 
They suddenly found one side of their roems 
gone, the stairs blown away, and the only means 
of escape Was to jump into the smoking ruins or 
leap upon tne sidewalk on the Allyn-street side 
Two orthree in their fright did jump and es- 
caped with severe injuries, but the aerial ladder 
Was soon on the spot, and the firemen quickly 
Tan up the life-saving apparatus to the win- 
dows of the different stories, and the impris- 
oned servants were safely rescued. 

The southeast corner of the hotel fell soon 
after the second explosien, carrying with it the 
guests. The west and south sides of the hotel 
were blewn out bodily, settling down intosa 
level or nearly level mass of broken timbers, 
stone, brick, and mortar. No part of the house, 
unless it was the northeast corner, remained 
mors than five feet above the level of the side- 
walk, se completely was the solid five-story 
block demolished. 

The gray of the morning was grad ually light- 
ening and disclosing more and more the extent 
of the terrible accident. Tne scores of observ- 
ers swelled into hundreds and then into thou- 
sands. The police force was inadequate for the 
tire line, and the militia was called out and es- 
tablished a cordon within which none of the 
curious could pass. Gov. Bulkeley, Mayor 
Root, Chief of Police Packard, the olty officials, 
prominent citizens of all classes and eallings, 
came to the scene, and either remained awe- 
stricken or departed trembling and unnerved. 
Still the firemen worked, but the flames con- 
tinued to present an impervious barrier to 
the rescuers, who still heard, above all the din 
of the crowd the shriek of some pour wretch in 
his last agony. For four long hours this terri- 
ble suspense to the injured and the helpless 
multitude in the streets was continued. Every 
possible effort was made to subdue the flames 
sulfiiciently to permit the reseuers to get within 
the fatal boundaries of the wreck, but to no 
avail. Thus it was not until nearly 9 o’olock 
that the party of searchers, under Superinten- 
dent of the Street Department Lawrence, went 
to work. 

Then it was that the crushed body of J. George 
Engler, a prescriptien elerk employed in A. 
Marwiok, Jr., & Co.’s drug shop, was found and 
tenderly removed to the sidewalk. From that 
time on the work was prosecuted with the ut- 
most energy and with much, though far from the 
wished-for, success, the guard of militia mean- 
while standing like statues, but with their faces 
expressing their mingled feelings of horror 
and pity. As a fitting addition to this scene 
was therain. The groups upon the great hills 
of débris were soaked, but they manfully kept 
at it despite all impediments. 

By and by some parts of the wreck bad been 
eutieiently cleared away to permit of a cart 
being driven into what had now become both 
grave and funeral pyre, and, taking away some 
more of the ruin, leaving bare perhaps a pitiful 
pale hand thattold of the corpse beneath. The 
work oi reeovering the dead from the ruins has 
been pushed with great vigor, and will be eon- 
tinned through the night. The list offthe dead,

It is feared that Toner Ettinger, wife, and 
child of the ‘Hoodman Blind’ company are in 
the ruins. The company is at the Opera House 
in this city to-night, and the members spent 
most of the day in trying to find Ettinger, but 
without success, 

The search for the dead and wounded was wit- 
nessed by theusands of persons through the 
day. Inthe morning the First Regiment was 
ordered under arms by Gov. Bulkeley, Col. 
William E, Cone in eommand, for the pur- 
pose of aiding the police in keeping 
the throngs back from the ruins. 
Porter Whiton had chargo of the 
main rescuing party, and the most pathetic 
scenes were brought te light as the massa of 
ruins Was reduced. The first man brought out 
alive was Harry Stiffel of Philadelphia. He 
was hurried to Dr. Smith’s office and given 
stimulants. For four hours he was pinioned 
under the timbers in his room, his shoulders 
being well nigh crushed by the weight. He 
kept a coo) head and directed the workmen 
how to labor to the best advantage, Stiffel has 
been in three railread disasters, but never be- 
fore had so-harrowing an experiencefas to-day’s. 

The work of rescuing Michael Corrigan and 
his wife was a hazardous one. The wails of the 
hotel remaining were overhanging the men, and 
it required great courage to work near it. Dr. 
T. H. Ingalls stood by the despairing couple 
till they were safely extricated from the tons of 
débris that had fallen over them. The 
Woman was unconscious, as her bieeding 
body was dragged by main forces into the 
open air. The rain was peuring in torrent at 
the time. Half an hour afterward her bus- 
band was released trom the spot where the 
broken timber and brick had heid him. Both 
were removed te the hospital. Their limbs are 
erushed, and the woman received internal in- 

uries. 

j Walter M. Gay of New-York was in the ruins 
until midday. He was self-possessed through 
the terrible hours that intervened between the 
explesion and his reseue, not losing conscious- 
ness fora moment. In the reom underneath 
were Mr. Ketchum and his wife. Mr. Gay eould 
bear them talk, and gave the first assurances 
that they were alive. As he was restored to his 
triends, ‘* Ob, I am all right,” he said; ‘*I don’s 
know but I could stay and help dig for Ketchum 
now. The smoke did not bother me much; the 
water was the worst. I tried to plek a hole in 
the mattrass to letitout. I think Mr. Ketchum 
was worse off than I was.” 

Mr. Gay’s words furnished a stimulus to the 
diggers, whese almost superhuman efferts were 
rewarded half an hour later by the rescue of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ketchum. For more than nine 
hours they had been buried under the walls of 
the building. The bodies of Hill and Haussman 
were next brought out and removed to the 
eharnel room whieh bad been extemporized in 
the Judé@ & Root building across the way frem 
the ruins, 

The finding of Louis H. Bronson and his wife 
was attended with the most pathetic surround- 
ings. The father of the unfortunate woman, 
Gen. Charies P. Graham of the Connecticut 
Guard, watched the men with the deepest in- 
terest. The officers: of the National Guard 
were at his side and directed the work. Wten 
Bronson’s body was lifted up the face was 
unrecognizable, being so badly bruised and dis- 
figured,...Mrs, Bronson’s hair was matted with 
the mortar from the walls, and her face was 
shockingly erushed. Gen. Graham steoped dewn 
and touched the head with the utmost tender- 
ness, saying, “It is her hair.” He was also able 
to identify his daughter by the earrings she 
wore. Her left hand was charred, and the right 
one was clasped in a death grip. The two bodies 
were side by side in the ruins.. Their only child, 
a girl of 6G years, was not found until dark. 
Mr. Bronson was the son of Willis & Bronsen of 
this city, one of the most noted Sunday sehool 
workers in the Baptist Church tn New-England. 

There is no doubt that the Rev. Dr. Perrin and 
wife arein the ruins. Dr. Perrin is one of the 
clerical members of the Yale Corporation and a 
distinguished Congregationalist. He is the 
Treasurer of the National Congregational Coun- 
cil and the analyist of the Connecticut Cengre- 
gational churches. He was in the pastoral work 
at New-Britain and Torrington for years. His 
only gon is Prof. Peonadotte Perrin of Western 
Reserve College. 

Andrew F. Whiting, the actuary of the Hart- 
ford Life and Annuity Company,wasa prominent 
Mason and was te have taken the degree of 
Knight Templar in Washington Commandery 
to-morrow evening. He belonged originally in 
Norwich, which was also the native place of 
Engler, the first victim reeovered from the ruins, 

Dwight H. Buell was a member of the Hart- 
ford Club and of the Veteran City Guard. He 
Was prominent socially and unmarried. He 
had been in the jewelry business here for 25 
years. He was expeeting to leave for New- 
York this merning. His Sunday afternoon was 

assed with his sister, the wile of Major J. G. 

athburn, and he was in his rooms at 9 o'clock. 

Max Galody, editor of the Hartford Herold, 
wasin the hotel with his wife. Both perished 
in the ruins. Galody was a preeminent German 
resident. 

The night porter, George Gaines, was man- 
gied terribly. He brought his wife and child 
here from the South two months ago, and was 
urged to remain sat home with her last night, 
but could not leave bis work. 

‘The bodies of Mr. aud Mrs. Bronson and child, 
Max Galody and wife, and Mr. and Mrs. Whit- 
ing were found in the basement near the front 
entrance to the hotel. The victims eccupied 
some of the best suites of rooms in the house, 
and the three floors on which they were situ- 
ated fell into the basement. 

8. C. Pendleton of Indianapolis, who was here 
Friday during the session of the Legislature to 
obtain subscriptions forthe Hendricks monw- 
ment, was a guest at the hotel through Sunday. 
Senator E. 8. Cleveland, who is assisting his 
work, saw him enter the house during the after- 
noon, and it was feared until this evening that 
he was lost. It has since been ascertained that 
he left,for New-Haven last night and is safe. 

As s§on a8 possible after the work of rescue 
was fairly wonder way, an unsuccessful effort 
Was made by the authorities to ascertain who 
had been in the hotel at the time ef the crash. 
The registers and the other books had been 
either destroyed or buried many feet below in 
the cellar of the hotel. The proprietor, Mr. 
Ketchum, with his family were in the ruins. 
The night clerk was dead. The day clerk, Ed- 
ward Murphy, Jeft the hotel at 10 o’clock last 
night and was not aware how many persons had 
come to thehouseafterthatheur. At the time he 
ceased work there were 35 guests in the hotel, 
but there were many more, it is believed, who 
came into town by the midnight train and went 
to the Park Central because of its nearness to 
the station. Thusit is impossible to determine 
how many persons there were who were in the 
heuse or who suffered death. An necurate de- 
termination of this must be left to the time 
when the débris has been all cleared away. 

At present the cause of the crash and the sub- 
sequent explosion is unexplained, though the 
engineer has been arrested and is now in jail. 
He did not sueceed in obtaining bail. He re- 
fused to make any statement, save that he left 
the hotel at the usual time and that the fires 
were then properly banked. He declared that 
there were 60 pounds.of steam on. He shut all 
the dampers of the furnace and then went to 
bed in the annex. 

The Park Central was duilt about 15 years 
ago by Jerry Hastings. It was built ys day’s 
work under Mr. Hastings’s supervision, instead 
of by contract, but the work was by nO means 
thorough, as the foundation soil was insecure, 
fer within a short time after it was finished 
there were oracks ana other signs of weakness. 
The hotel and furniture cost $120,000. 

Business increasing, Mr. Hastings built the 
annex two or three years later. Then he bad 
financial troubles and the hotel passed te the 
proprietorship of Jasper H. Bolton, who was an 
old hotel keeper. He came from Stafford, and 
was o State Senator frem 1863 to 1864, and 
Sheriff ef Tolland County from 1854 to 1857, 
Business improved under his management, and 
the hotel came to be popular with the drummer 
element, aud with residents, who became 
Permanent guests. Abeut tive years ago Mr, 
Bolton sold out to Mr. Ketchum, and he had 
just eompleted refitting the house with new 
furniture, carpeting, wall paper, &c., 80 that 
the hotel throughout was in good shape. It 
had steam heat, electric bells, electric lights, 
and many other modern conveniences. The 
business bas of late been heavy, not only in 
transient but in permanent patronage. 

‘afhus, during the 15 years that the building 
nas been erected, there has beeu neither an ofti- 
Cial nor private attemptto ascertain the com- 
parative safety ofa notoriously-unsafo build- 
ing. Politics has todo with this, and itis due 
toitalons that so many lives were sacrificed 
this morning. For some years the honvst citi- 
zens of Hartford have been laboring before the 
Aldermen to have Fire Marshal Otte Kiepp 
take supervision of the construction and the 
proper maintenanee of the buildings of the 
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| city. He was to have, ina great degree, the same 
| power as that'exercised by the Superintendent 
| Of Buildings in New-Yor The Park Central 
Hotel would have come at once within his juris- 
diction. But a notorious politician in this city 
has fought against this praiseworthy measure 
tooth and nail. His servants in the Board of 
Aldermen have followed his suggestions with- 
out a murmur or without the slightest care for 
the public safety. Thus the supervision of un- 
safe or new buildings still remains with the 
Fire Department Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, composed of Aitderman McGhovern 
as Chairman and three Common Councilmen. 

After the fashion of Aldermanic committees 
this one does very little work and has entirely 
disregarded the Park Centra) Hetel. Because 
of this negligence the hotel acquired a certain 
sort of reputation for safety, and it is only this 
which has retained ite clientage. Tha weight 
of testimony seems to be in favor of the de- 
struction of the building because of its inade- 
quate construction. Its feundations were 
shaky, its walis were ridiculously thin, and its 
mortar was 80 poor that to-night a TIMES corre- 
spondent, taking a piece from the ruins, easily 
crumbled it between his fingers like 50 much 
sand, The probabilities seem to be that the 
wali at tbe level of the engine room gave wa 
and so precipitated the upper part of the build- 
ing upon the boilers and furnace, thus smash- 
ing the gas pipes. 
and caused the explosion which did so much 
damage and which was so quickly followed by 
the outburst of the flames. 

The theory of the exploding boller being the 
primal cause of the accident has not been sup- 
ported by the discovery of any portion of its 
metalfwork in the ruins. It was discovered late 
to-night, apparently intact, away down beneath 
the refuse, The State Boiler Inspector, Frank 
Allen, said that the boiler was only six years 
ola and had been rigidly inspected last August. 
At that time it was all right in every particu- 
lar. A law requires the engineer of any boiler 
to notify the Inspector of any irregularities in 
the working of the boiler. No such word had 
been sent to the Inspector. The boiler was 
built by Pitkin Brothers and the pressure was 
limited to 70 pounds. It was a 54-inch hori- 
zontal tubular boiler, and was set parallel with 
Allyn-street. Thecellar of the structure was 
unusually deep, and it is because of this that 
the ruins of the hotel do not show much larger 
pany the lsvel of its site area of 2,400 square 

eet. 

The rescuing parties have been relieved to- 
night, and new men are pushing the excavations 
as fast as practicable. Electric lights have been 
erected to facilitate the work. The day and 
night have been mild, the frost net even stiffen- 
ingthe mud in the streets. had the weather 
been cold it would hardly have been possible to 
rescue a single person from the ruins. Mr. 
Ketchum, the proprietor of the hotel, says there 
were abeut 35 guests in the house when he left 
the office lastnight. There are no means of ascer- 
taining how many arrived from the midnight 
trains, as the hotel register .has not yet been 
recovered. 

Builders here declare that the structure was 
built upon the prineiple of a card house—that 
is, one supporting pillar rested upon the lower 
one, and so on to the roof, which covered the 
fifth story. Thus, aceording to this wonderfully 
simple plan of construction, if ene pillar was 
kuocked out of place they all went the way of 
the leader. The addition, Known as the annex, 
which did not fal! with the main building, is a 
much mere recent structure, but is said to be 
not extraordinarily safe at that. It was badly 
shaken by the downfall and the explosion, but 
it fortunately stood firm. 

Concerning the eareless habit of leaving the 
hotel boilers to take care of themselves during 
the night, evidence of some importance was 
giver to THe TIMES'S correspondent by Jack 
Turpie, a colored waiter, who slept in a room 
adjoining the beiler room on the east. His arm 
is broken, his shoulder crushed, a hole is cut in 
his head, aud ho is otherwise hurt, but he 
knews what the situation was. It may be in- 
teresting to add here that Turple, who 
is a large and powerful man, heard 
no explosion, knew nothing of any acci- 
dent, and only became aware of what 
had probably happened when he found himaeif 
out of doors, amid ruins, and unable to get up. 
This nan says that Saturday and Sunday nights 
the practice of the engineer was to bank the fire 
under the boiler at 12 o’cloek and then go, leav- 
ing the boiler in eharge of some assistant. The 
idea was to give the dynamo a rest at those par- 
tisular times and use gas instead of electricity, 
and aiso to let the steam heat in the parlors, 
bedrooms, &c., die down to a low point. The as- 
sistant usually went to sleep after tne fire had 
been banked, but the hotel authorities had re- 
preved him tor this and told him that he must 
keep awake or be awake earlier. He replied 
that there was no danger, that the boiler was 
full of water ana the fires banked. 

This seems to agree with the theory that the 
explosion was caused by gas and that the notel 
had been gutted before the final smash came. 
There is a strong probability in this connection 
that the citizens of Hartford will within a week 
hold an indignation meeting concerning the in- 
security of the Park Central Hotel, and the con- 
sequent death of so many of its prominent 
citizens. This will probably have the effect of 
compelling sch # change in the municipal or- 
dinances as will constitute some one the re- 
aponsible head when sueh a horror as that 
which has fallen upon the city comes again. 

The insuranees on the building and its con- 
tents were placed in Webster’s and Moore’s 
ageneies in this city. They were as follews: 

On main building: Milwaukee Mechanic’s, $2,500; 
Union, Philadelphia, $5,000; Bowery, New-York, 
$2,500; United states, New-York, $2,500; Farra- 
gut, New-York, $2,500; Elliot, Boston, $2.000;

THE ELECTRIC SUGAR FRAUD. 


MRS. FRIEND AND THE OTHER PRIS- 
ONERS TO BE TRIED FOR CONSPIRACY. 
DETROIT, Fed. 18.—Mrs. Olive FE. Friend, the 

Howards and the Halsteads are still in jail at 

Ann Arbor. A writ of habeas corpus was ob- 

tained for Mrs. Friend yesterday, and was re- 

turnable this merning at 10 o’clock, but was 
adjourned until to-morrow morning to give the 
sugar Company time to make an answer to the 
writ. Detectives Kuland and Creed of New- 

York arrived yesterday afternoon for the pur- 

pose of taking the entire party East, aad are 

still at Ann Arbor. The ‘habeas corpus was 
only issued in Mrs. Friend’s case, but writs will 


be ebtained in all the cases, so their attorneys 
Say. The whole party seem to take the arrest 
quietly, and claim thatthey are not afraid of 
being convicted of any of the charges. 

in reply to the charges of Cotterill that since 
last March $180,000 had been paid over to 
Howard and Mrs, Friend with whieh to run the 
factory and buy machinery Howard says that 
it is false. He thinks the amourt was about 
$20,000, and surely not to exceed $30,600, 
every dollar of whieh had been spent for the 
company and not a cent for his private use. 

The arrest was a great surprise, not only to 
the parties arrested but to their attorneys and 
everybody else. 


President Cotterill and Secretary Robert- 
s80n satin the orfice of the Electric Sugar Re- 
fining Company, at 69 Wall-street, yesterday 
and talked of the affairs of that luckless cor- 
poration quits eheerfully and more freely than 


they had since the smash-up of the company six 
or eight weeks ago. The arrestin Michigan of 
Mrs. Friend, her stepfather, Howard, his wife, 
and the two Halstead boys, some additional 
legal proceedings, and a rough estimate of the 
financial status of the company fermed the 
topics they discussed. They explained that 
they expected to put the Friend and Howard 
contingent through the mill, that they hoped to 
recover @ good many thousands of dollars, and 
that there would be a dividend to the share- 
holders. 

Even under the most favorable circumstances 
this dividend will not be very heavy. The prop- 
erty of the people arresiwd on charges of de- 
frauding the company has deen attached where- 
ever it could be found. its assessed value is 
$26,000; actually it is supposed to be worth 
about $40,000. There is something like $30,000 
in the treasury of the cempany. The value of 
the plant at the Breoklyn refinery and of the 
sugars stored there is put in round figures at 
$10,000. This makes a total of $80,000. Al- 
together there are 10,000 shares of stock of a 
par value of $100 each. Mrs. Friend, as the in- 
heritor of her husband’s holdings, has 5,250 
shares. The remaining 4,750 shares, if they 
can keep the assets to themselves, will get a 
dividend of about 15 per cent., allowing that 
the legal and other expenses will take about 
$15,000. 

Up to Jan. 1 the expenditures of the Electric 
Sugar Refining Company, including the cash 
then in the treasury, amounted to $349,884 51. 
Of this sum, $30,492 42 had been spent by the 
company in altering and improving the factory 
in Brooklyn, and $17,000 had gene for machin- 
ery bought directly by the company. Prof. 
Friend and his wife seeured about $120,000, 
the Howard account is put at $40,000, and 
about $15,000 more went tothe Halsteads and 
others, Thisis the statement of the company’s 
ofiicers. 

There ara three indictments for grand lareeny 
in the first degree againat each of the five per- 
sons arrested. Two of the indictments are 
based on the complaint of Lawson N. Fuller, 
and these charge them with obtaining $6,500 
for stoek in the concern and $1,000 for machin- 
ery under false pretenses. The third indict- 
ment is based on the complaint of the Electric 
Sugar Refining Company, and accuses the pris- 
oners of obtaining $35,000 from the corpora- 
tien forthe purckase of machinery which was 
never bought. The Grand Jury found the in- 
dictments Jan. 25, and extradition papers were 
at once prepared @nd sent to Goy. Hill and 
thence to the Governor of Michigan. 





TO BUILD A NEW LOOK. 
DETROIT, Feb. 18.—Bids were opened by Gen. 
O. M. Poe at his office in this eity this afternoon 
for excavating and building a new loek at St. 
Mary’s Falls Canal, in which 131,000 cubic 
yards of earth are to be excavated, 108,000 


cubic yards of stone and 100,000 yards of filling 
put in, 5,000 yards of stone pilng to be done, 
and 1,000 cubic yards of retaining wall to be 
built. Collins & Farwell, who have just finished 
section B of the Croton Aqueduct, New- 
York, were the lowest bidders, taking the work 
at 43 cents ontheearth excavatien, $1 33 en 
the rock, 13 cents on the stone filling, 75 
eents on the rock piling, and $3 95 on the re- 
taining wall. They estimate the total cost on 
those bids at $220,000.

HOOSIERS WAIL AND WEEP 


INDIANA REPUBLICANS ARE 
MAD AND SORRK. 

THEY FEAR HARRISON HAS DELIVERED 
HIMSELF INTO THE HANDS OF 
BLAINE AND HIS GANG, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 18.—So far as actual 
events are concerned the arrival and departure 
of ex-Gey. Redfield Proetor was all that had to 
do with Cabinet making to-day. Nobody knows 
that Gov. Proctor’s visit had anything to do 
with the Cabine:. In faet, nobody here abso- 
luteiy knows anything except Gen. Harrison. 
He keeps everything to himself now—even his 
faithful Halferd, his private secretary, does not 
know whatis going on. Halford did not know 
that a telegram was sent to Windom to come 
here. It was sent last Thursday night by Rus- 
sell Harrison jast before he started for Chicago, 
and nobody in Indianapolis except he and his 
father was in the secret. 

The same may be said of the visit of Gen. 
John W. Neble of St. Louis, who is slated for 
the Interior. He slipped in here Saturday 
morning, saw Gen. Harrison, and slipped eut 
without Halford being aware of it. He was 
greatly mortified when he heard of it on Sun- 
day. In short, Gen. Harrison has no confidants 
here now, and the change has occurred within 


five days—unless his former law partner, W. H. 
i. Miller, who is slated for the Attorney-General- 
ship, be a confidaut. Probably he isn’t. 

In view of a statement which has been re- 
ceived here from New-York that Warner 
Miller will not take the Secretaryship of Agri- 
culture, it is supposed that Gov. Proctor’s visit 
here may have reference to his taking that 
Place. He has been talked of for the Cabinet 
several times before, but since Blaine’s aecept- 
ance of the Secretaryship of Stateit has been gen- 
erally supposed that no more members of the 
Cabinet would be taken from New-Englana. 
THe TIMRBS’s correspondent, from a brief son- 
versation with Gov. Proctor, does not believe 
the latter is going into the Cabinet. Heison 
his way home from California, and simply 
stopped over # few bours to see Gen. Harrison, 
tor whom he.as the head of the Vermont dele- 
gation at Chicago cast eight votes on every 
ballot. Gov. Proctor is a Stalwart, a stanch 
friend of Senator Edmunds, and has not a drop 
of Blaineism in his vieus. By the way, in Gen. 
Harrison’s Cabinet, as at present belisved to be 
composed, what member of the old Gen. Grant 
following is there? Netone. What one has, so 
far as is known, ever stood a chanee of getting 
a place? None. All are Blaineites, or at least 
Half-breeds. 

To shew how displeasing Gen. Harrison’s re- 
eently-adopted course is to his friends in indi- 
ana, even Gen. Lew Wallace, who has been the 
most friendly to Blaine of any of the leading 
Republican politicians, is greatly alarmed and 
is doing ail in his power to show to Gen. 
Harrison the danger he is in, as Gen. Wal- 
lace puts it, of wrecking his administration. 
Gen. Wallace censiders the fact that Mr. Win- 
dom, the very first thing after leaving Gen. 
Harrison’s on Saturday afternoon, sent a eipher 
telegram to Elkias proves that his whele 
candidacy was a Blaine intrigue and that Gen. 
Harrison has been led to unwittingly surrender 
himself to the Blaine faction. 

Among the Republican members of the Legia- 
lature here te-day the prediction has been made 
50 times that Gen. Harrison’s surrender to 
Blaine will make the State Democratic beyond 
a doubt at the next election, in whieh the choice 
of a United States Senator to succeed Senator 
Voorhees is involved. The Indianapolis sees, 
by far the most widely-circulated paper in the 
State, edited by John 4H. Holliday, a brother 
Deacen of Gen. Harrison in the Firat Presby- 
terian Church here, and his personal friend, has 
the following to-day: 

“There is trouble ahead. Such of the Cabinet 
selections as have been anticipated by the pub- 
lic have been severely criticised already, and 
there are indications of insurmountable trouble 
ahead of the Administration. It is understood 
that Gen. Harrison found very soon after it be- 
came known that Blaine had really been offered 
the Secretaryship of State that a great mistake 
had been made. Some of the men who were re- 
garded as the best friends of the Maine states- 
Man expressed disapproval of the appoint- 
ment, and one of the most notadle of the 
number, itis said, was Chauncey M. Depew. 
The appointment was not received with the 
popular commendation expected from the 
friends of Biaine, and it disgusted these who 
had hoped that Gen. Harrison would not place 
hima at the head of the Cabinet. The selection 
of Windom, it is believed, is an attempt to 
please both the East and West. 

‘Although supposed to be a eltizen of Minne- 
sota, he bas lived in New-York for the last tew 
years, and has been engagedin pushing various 
financial sohemes in Wall-street, which are like- 
ly to be discreditably eonnected with the Ad- 
ministration, It is said of him that four years 
ago his vote had to be sworn inin Minnesota, 
and he has not asinee attempted to exercise the 
rights of an elector in that State. He has prac- 
tically been out of politics since he left Minne- 
gota. 

“Wanamaker’s appointment represented 
nothing but areward for suceessfuily circulat- 
ing a campaign subscription book. The most 
popular of the appointments will, itis believed, 
be that of ex-Gov. Rusk, which will please the 
Grand Army. Mr. Miller will hardly be a sat- 
isfactory representative of Indiana in a po- 
litical way, because he has little acquaintance 
with the Republicans of the State. He will be 
valuable, however, as a counter-irritant for 
Blaine. I[t is understood that the situation in 
New-York is bad, and it is not imprebable 
that a howl will ge up from all along the line, 
extending from New-Yerk to California and 
taking in the solid South.” 

Such language in the Vews has made a sensa- 
tion. In additien, which 18 perhaps still more 
significant, it is said and believed that even 
Levi P. Morton and Chauncey M. Depew have 
become alarmed at the Blaine ascendancy, and 
have so informed an acquaintance here, hoping 
that it was not too late for Gen. Harrison to 
retrace his steps. 

Gen. Harrison has caused the annonncement 
to be made that he and hie party will leave here 
on & special train at about 3 o’cloek next Mon- 
day afternoon for Washington. Private Secre- 
tary Halford says thas the trip will be 
@ quiet one; that Gen. Harrison will 
make no speeches, doing nothing more 
than bow from the platform of his 
car, and that the only considerable stops will 
beat Harrisburg and Baltimore. The train will 
reaeh Washington on Tuesday evening, Feb. 26. 

Gen. Harrison will see no more callers at In- 
dianapelis, and he requests that all letters to 
him be addressed to Washington. He says that 
he needs all his time now to himself. 


SEAVER: 
THE TALK AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The more or less posi- 
tive assurances from Indianapolis that Mr. 
Windom is to be Gen. Harrison’s Secretary of 
the Treasury and to be credited to Minnesota 
are not overpleasant to many of tke na- 
tional legislaters and pDolitieal Cabinets 
makers here. It is asserted that several Sena- 
tors have sent word to Gen. Harrisen by mail 


and telegraph that they would like to see some 
one else at the head of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, By Mr. Windom’s friends this is declared 
to be simply a bit of Senatorial jealousy, and 
they ask if any person can be named for any 
Cabinet position to whom some Senators would 
not objset. 

There is a strong conviction among the poll- 
tleians that the Pacific sjope will be repre- 
sented despite the stories from Gen. Harrison’s 
home that the far West is tobe left outin the 
cold. Either Mr. Estee or Mr. Swift isona 
good many slates made up by men who have 
heard that before he was nominated Gen. Har- 
rison promised to reserve a Cabinet place for 
California, and who believe that the President- 
elect will carry out that agreement. 

Representative John R. Thomas has to sub- 
mit to a great Many inquisitive questions from 
his feilow-Congressmen just now, but so far he 
has not been induced to tell what he knews 
about bis chances of seouring the Navy port- 
folio. Itis declared to-night that somebody 
here has been informed by Private Secretary 
Halford that Mr. Thomas is to be Secretary of 
the Navy. Who received this rews appears to 
bea guestion nos easily answered. Illinois 

eople generally tavor the appointment of Mr. 

homas, and Gen. Harrison has been informed 
that Ulinois will be pleased if the Congressman 
is chosen. 


WINDOM’S FRIEND TALKS. 
PITTSBURG, Feb. 18.—Col.. James F. Andrews 
to-night said that ex-Senator Windom had in- 
formed him while visiting here on Sanday thas 


Gen. Harrison would not make known his Cab- 
inet, even by intimation, until after he has 
taken the oath of office. 

“Mr. Windom,” said the Colenel, “gave me 
to understand that the rumors about his being 
offered the Secretaryship of the Treasury were 
pretty near the truth.” 

“Then he has accepted?” asked the reporter. 

‘Yes, Sir; the newspapers guessed right this 
time, and no mistake.”

WINDOM IN WALL-STREET., 
Mr. William Windom, who is now so per- 
sistent in the declaration that he ts of Minne- 
sota and notof Wall-street, was back in his 


offfce in the Mutual Life Building yesterday. 
He arrived from Indianapolis early in the morn- 
ing and remained down town ali day, adding to 
his education in finance. He was the jollieat 
man of his yeara in the city. In fact he could 





give most of his juniors points and yot excel 
them in high spirits. He was ready to talk of 
anything but the story that, as he was to Presi- 
dent Garfield so he would be to President Har- 
rison. As to that he had nothing to say. 

Mr. Windom had heard, so he said, that Mr. 
Platt and Mr. Warner Miller both wanted to be 
Secretary of the Treasury. clad he heard any- 
thing else? Ob, well, be had heard much in his 
lifetime, but he could not tell itall. Yethe 
could tell something of interestif he chose. As 
for what Gen. Harrison told him in Indianapolis 
he could not repeat it. Gen. Harrison 
had not put him under the ban of 
secrecy, bnt if Gen. Harrison wanted the 
conversation made public he would tell 
it himself. Thus Mr. Windom controlled his 
tongue, just as he haa been telling newspaper 
men he could control it ever since he started 
back from Indianapolis. 

But it was evident that something pleases 
Mr. Windom mightily, even as the Secretary- 
ship of the Treasury might please any politi- 
cian or Wall-street man, and it was also evident 
that he wouid like very much to take the world 
into his confidenee respecting it. 





BAYARD AND SAMOA. 


HOW HE SUCCEEDED IN CHECKMATING 
BISMARCK. 

BALTIMORE, Feb, 18.—The Sun prints the fol- 
lowing special dispateh from Washington com- 
menting on the report that Germany has de- 
cided to agree in part to the proposals of the 
United States concerning Samoa and defining 
Secretary Bayard’s attitude in the matter, The 
Sun special states that the Sackville corre- 
spondence is about to be transmitted to Con- 
gress. Tho Sun alse says: 

“ Seeretary Bayard, on being shown the cable 
dispatch from Berlin anneuncing the willing- 


ness of the German Gevernment to effect a set- 
tlement of the Samoan question upon the bagis 
of joint Ameriean, German, and English control 
of the islands, said he had received no official 
information on the subject. Great as this con- 
cession appears to be when contrasted 
with the high-handed oourse of  Ger- 
Many in usurpmg the government of 
Samoa and practically destroying the 
independence of the native sovereignty, it does 
not comprise the whole of Mr, Bayard’s con- 
tention in behalt of the Samoans. Mr. Bayard 
insists upon the restoration of native independ- 
ence. In his original proposition for a confer- 
ence as stated in his dispatch to Minister 
Pendleton in June, 1886, Mr. Bayard said: 
‘No separate protectorate by any nation 
desired. Suggest that German Minister 
here be anthorized to confer with British 
Minister and me, and arrange that order be 
established. A competent and acceptable chief 
to be chosen by natives and upheld by three 
powers. Three pew Consuls be appointed and 
continued presence of &® war vessel for two 
years, provided for by three powers. Joint 
declaration to be made againat annexation or 
bch cocci by any of three powers,’ Tho un- 
erlying principle of these suggestions was the 
maintenance of a native Government. 

“Germany accepted these propositions as the 
basis for the proposed conference. In a letter 
to Mr. Bayard, Mr. Coleman, Secretary of Lega- 
tion at Berlin, says Count Berchem of the Ger- 
man Foreign Office, informed him that Prince 
Bismarek had accepted Mr. Bayard’s suggestion 
as tendered. In effect, this was but putting into 
more definite avd durable form the previously 
existing conditions of government in Samoa. 
These conditions are clearly and suceinct'y 
stated in Mr. bayard’s instructions to Commis- 
sioner Bates. 

**At the Washington conference, held for the 
eXpress purpose, as shown above, of establisn- 
ing a stable native Government, to be sup- 
ported by allthe powers, Mr. Bayard insisted 
upon the principles enunciated in the 
Bates instructions. Germany had recognized 
these principles as the basis of 
the negotiation, but during the © eon- 
ference she departed from this position 
and put ina claim for preponderant control. 
England acquiesced in this pretension, and the 
conference came to naught, for the reason that 
Mr. Bayard would not consent to surrender 
either the political inaependence of Samoa or 
the equal.share of the United States in the 
extra territorial control. 

“After the series of troubles which culmi- 
nated in the proclamation of martial law by the 
Germans and Mr. Bayard’s protest against Ger- 
man aggressions, Prince Bismarck proposea ‘a 
resumption of the consultation which took 
Plaee between the representatives of Ger- 
many, Engiand, and the United States in the 
year 1887 at Washington.’. The German Min- 
ister at ashington was also instructed to 
declare that. ‘any supposition that Germany 
would not feol satisfied with a neutral position 
in the Samoan Islands is unfonnded. We simply 
desire to create a eondition which offers perma- 
nent security for bringing toan end bloodshed 
and decapitation, and which grants permanent 
safety tothe commercial interests of the three 
treaty pewers in Samoa.’ 

‘It may be, of course, that the sable dispatch 
has not stated the German Government’s deter- 
taination fully and that the expected communi- 
éation from the German Foreign Office will in- 
clude Samoan indeperdence among the features 
of the proposed arrangement. However this may 
be, it must be admitted that Secretary Bayard 
has scored a signal triumph in staying the 
hand of the strongest and most aggressive 
military power in Europe} and in wbtaining the 
concessions which are said to have been made 
already by so dietatorial a statesman as Prince 
Bismarck. 

“The President will shortly transmit to Con- 
gress the correspondence between Secretary 
Bayard and the British Government in relation 
to the dismissal of the British Minister, Lord 
Backville. It 1s understood that one of the chef 
points in dispute is whether a Government 
may with propriety refuse to recognize the ofti- 
Olal representative ef a country without the 
latter’s assent. Lord Salisbury is said to main- 
tain that a Minister should be permitted to re- 
main at his post until his own Government is 
satisfied that his usefulness is impaired, while 
Mr. Bayard holds that he may be dismissed as 
soon a8 he ceases to be acceptable. 

“One ef the theories advanced in explanation 
of the British Government's delay in sending 
another Minister to this country 1s that the 
British Foreign Office is embarrassed by the 
difficulty of relocating Lord Sackville. It may 
be assumed that it (Is not easy to dispose of a 
diplomat who has been dismissed by the coun- 
try to which he has been accredited, and as 
Lord Sackville is stilla member of the diplo- 
matic service, it is necessary to provide for him 
somewhere. It is not believed in well-informed 
circles that the delay is intentional or 1s meant 
to be construed as resenting the treatment of 
Lord jSackville by the Cleveland Administra- 
tion.”

CoLUMBUS, Ohio, Feb. 18.—The elose observer 
of Ohio pelitics conld not have failed to dis- 
cover that events were moving rapidly and 
thatit wes ovly a question of time when the 
climax should be reached and an open war de- 
clared between the friends of Senator Sherman 


and those of Goy. Foraker. The climax has 
come sooner than anticipated. 

Deacon Richard Smith, representing Mr. 
Bherman and his friends, in am editorial in the 
Toledo Commercial, fires the first gun into his 
enemies’ camp in the following manner: 

“Tf Gev. Foraker should bse a candidate for re- 
election for Governor, or if he should name the 
candidate, whether it be Bushnell or anybody else 
his throat would be cut from ear to ear. This paper 
has no candidate, but we know enough to know 
what we are talking about. It might be that 
Foraker would be an excellent man to go into Har- 
rison’s Cabinet. We do not say anything to the 
bp ner but Foraker as a factor in Ohio politics is 
not in the line of possibilities. We feel perfectly 
satisfied that Mr. Foraker must stand aside and 
permit somebody eélse to come to the front.” 


The above open attack apon the Governor 
has created « sensationin political cireles sel- 
dom if ever surpassed. The threat is so far- 
reaching that itis eonstrued te mean that unless 
the Republican Convention throws Foraker and 
his friends overboard Mr. Sherman and his 
friends will cut the throat of the candidate 
nominated. 





THE CLAYTON MURDER. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 18.—There is but lit- 
tle doubt from the facts that have come te light 
within the past few days that the assassins of 
Col. John M. Clayton are known, and that be- 
fore long they will bein custody, and the good 
citizens and the good name of Conway will be 
vindicated by the swift punishment ef the 
assaseins and of the men who stole the ballot 
boxes on the night of Nov. 6.

CoLumBts, Ga., Feb. 18,.—The steamer Aid, 
owned by Mr. J. F. Flourney and others of this 
city, was burmed on the Chattahoochee River, 
near Enfaala, last night.

THE CAUCUS ABANDONED 


FOR TARIFF 
LEGISLATION. 

THE HOUSE SHOWS A DISPOSITION TO 
PROTECT OUR SEAL FISHERIES IN 
ALASKA FROM ENCROACHMENT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The proposed caucus 
of Democratic Representatives, which was to 
have been held to-night to outline the policy to 
be pursued by the partyin respect to the several 
tariff internal revenue bills, was abandoned 
after enough mombers had signed the request 
for the call to have authorized Mr. Cox to issue 
it, Alarge section of the party thought it was 
very desirable that an effort should be made to 
bring about harmonious action, especially in re- 
gard to the proposed repeal of the tobacco 
taxes, but some of the friends of the tobacco tax 
repeal refused to sign the request that a eaucus 
be called, and others said they would attend, 
but would not consider themselves bound by 
any decision that a majority of those present 
might reach. Under these circumstances the 
tariff reform leaders decided thatit would be 
useless to have a caucus. 

If the tobacco men can stand it the tariff re- 
formers certainly can afford to take the chances 
ota fightin open house over the Tobacco bill. 
It appears that tae Republicans and Democrats 
who favor the repeal of the tobacco taxes 
outnumber the opposition, but the latter hold 
the whiphand in the ordinary course of legisia- 


tion, and can easily defeat the measure if it 
should be reached.

Another obstacle was added to-day te the four 
which already stood in the way of the Cowles 
bill. Mr, Hatch sueceeded, in spite of the op- 


position of Mr. Randall, in having placed 
lirst on the caleniar of the Committee 
of the Whole a bill to regulate the sale 
of compound lard, so that there are 
now five revenue bills ahead of the Cowles bill. 
A majority can lay aside all preliminary meas- 
ures by arolleall on each and take up the 
Cowles bill, but there is no way under the rule 
to get the bill out of the Committee of the 
Whole and bring it to a tinal vote so long as the 
minority choose to offer amendments. This 
was the means by whieh Mr. Springer and oth- 
ers defeated the House Tarif bill in the Forty- 
seventh Congress. Thereis no doubt that Mr. 
Mills and other leaders in the tariff reform 
movement will resist the abolition of the tobacco 
tax, unless it be coupled with some substantial 
reduction of tariff taxation. Mr. Mills says he 
means to stand by the principle he advocated in 
the House Tariff bill. From the present out- 
look the only chance for the passage of the To- 
bacec bill, pure and simple, is by suspension of 
the rules during the last six days of the session, 
when motions for that purpose are in order at 
any time that the Speaker’s eye can be caught. 
It is claimed by both sides to this controversy 
that Speaker Carlisle is with them, but the baek- 
ers of Mr, Cowles aud Mr. Randall are evidently 
not very confident fu their reliance upon the 
sympathy ef the Speaker. Besides, their spirits 
were chilled to-day by a report circulated at the 
Capitol that a Presidential veto awaits the 
Cowles bill. 

The House showed by its action to-day that 
itisin favor of the policy of providing more 
efiicient proteetion for the fur seal fisheries of 


Alaska, as recommended inthe unanimous re- 
port of the Committee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries. This report shows the great value of 
the seal fisheries to the Government, the 
amount so far paid into the Treasury being 
$2,250,000 more than the amount paid by the 
United States fer the whole territory of Alaska. 
The killing of fur seals by unauthorized 
persons is, however, exrried on to such 
an extent as to ecsuse the loss of a 
large amount of revenue to the Government 
and to threaten the extermination of the seals. 
The testimony shows that a large number of 
British and American vessels have depredated 
upon the seal fisheries in detiance of law and 
in contempt of the rights of the United States 
in Behring Sea, killing slso 700,000 fur seals in 
three years and eausing « loss of about $2,000,- 
000 of revenue. The commission says that to 
prohibit the killing of seals in the sea islands and 
permit them to be killed in Behring Sea would 
not be adequate protection for the unlawful 
destruction of seals is not threatened on the 
islands, but in that part of Benring Sea between 
the easter and western limite of Alaska. 
through whieh the seals passin going to ang 
from their feeding ground. The House passea 
the bill submitted by the cemmittee, but re- 
committed the bill, with instructions to amend 
by reducing irom 20to10 years the term for 
which the seal fisheries may be leased, and re- 
quiring the lease to be approved by the Presi- 
Gent of the United States.

LEAGUE OF REPUBLICAN OLUBS. 

BALTIMORE, Feb, 18.—Andrew B. Humphrey, 
Secretary of the Repubhean League of the 
United States, arrived in Baltimore to-day and 
found the arrangements made by the local elubs 
for the national convention which will convene 
here on Feb. 28, quite satisfactory. Mr. Hum- 
phrey said: ‘‘At the national convention held 
Dec. 15, 1887, in Chickering Hall, New-York, 
only 300 ciubs were represented, but at the con 
vention which will assembis here 30 States and 
erritories will send 300 delegates and alver- 
nates, representing 10,000 active clubs and 
over & million voters. Each State league will 
send its President and jour delegates, also four 
alternates, making nine oflicial members, with @ 
voting power of five. A number of active Re- 

ublicans will be here, making in all probabiy 

,000 persons in attendance. 

“The convention will be organized by Presi- 
dent Foster and myself, and will then take others 
in its own band.

IT SEBMS TO BE PRINCIPALLY MADE UP 
OF GLITTERING GENERALITIES WITH 
LOTS OF ROOM FOR GUBSSES. 

The recently-issued preliminary state- 
ment of its financial affairs given to its se- 
curity’ holders by the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa’ F6 Ratiread Company was yesterday 
supplemented by the long-promised pamphiet 
report. It consists of ever 60 pages. There is 
no comment and ne explanatory text what- 
ever. Each page is a financial table. The busi- 
ness of the 11 months from Jan. 1 to Nov. 30, 
1888, is what is reviewed. 

During these 11 months $3,858,848 17 was 
charged up to the account of “‘eenstruction 
and equipment.” There is nothing to designate 
what was the nature of this “construction,” 
whether it was an ordinary expense, such 
charges as regularly recur from year te year 
and, a8 repairs or replacement, skould come 
out of eurrent earnings, or whether it was all 
or in part an expenditure pertaining to exten- 
sions or other new mileage. 

The gross sum is divided into these iteme: 
Track, bridges, buildings, &@., $127,345 82; 
machinery, $61,850 30; freight and pas- 
senger cars, $2,533,685 07; locomotives, 
$1,125,525 41, and miscellaneous, $10,441 57. 
fheas expenditures bring the item of ‘‘cun- 


atruction and equipment’ charged by the cem- 
pany to ita capital account up to $46,714,- 
602 99. There is added to this *‘ permanent in- 
vestments” in stock, costing the company 
$38,974,257, with a ** par value” of $113,201,- 
250, but with a market value not recited. 

* Permanent investments” in bonds ef auxil- 
‘ary roads, deposited as collateral, are quoted 
with a face value of $40,414,392. These latter 
securities, held in trust as collateral, are of 
sourse not now available for uae to provide 
funds for the company. The assets are length- 
ened out by ‘‘other investments” that have 
eost the company $3,960,606 87, with @ par 
value of $5,895,556 62; market value not esti- 
mated. These investments comprise both stocks 
and bonds of auxiliary and other companies 
owned outright by the Atchison and in the 
treasury available. 

Equipment leases sre down as another asset 
of ,168,875, representing rolling stock that is 
being acquired under deferred payments as 
rental. Deferred accounts on the side of assets 
make up an item of $1,885,986 74, of 
which $1,523.118 97 represents material 
and fuel on hand, while $235,720 25 
represents unadjusted aecounts, and 
$127,147 52is against “sundry advances for 
surveys, new lines, real estate, &c., to be ulti- 
mately eharged to cost of property orto auxil- 
jiary companies.” A furtherasset ts $13,602,- 
969 88 aue from teased, controlled, and 
auxiliary companies in construction and gen- 
eral and operating accounts. 

Thia big ameunt is seattered among a large 
number of compamies whose extensions into 
Western bys ewtg | have been fathered by the 
Atchison, being, in fact,a part proper of the 
Atchison. ‘Advances for construction” in one 
instance figure for over $4,000,000. There is 
one item of about $2,000,000, with nothing 
mere definite as to what it represents than 
this: ‘‘Sundry leased limes and companies, 
bridges,  buildiags, c.. in process of 
construstion, and balances of construction and 
general and trattic accounts.” There is also an 
item of $2,194,944 55 credited as a loan to the 
Atlantic and Pacific Road, which, 1% is ex- 
plained, is ‘partly secured.” Accounts and 
bills receivable mount up to $1.711.408 41. In 
the matter of cash the company has $1,222,- 
470 41, with an additional $523,534 deposited 
for coupons and dividends. 

f the **guarantee fund notes,” of which so 
much has been said, $6,300,000 out of the 
$7,000,000 authorized show up as ‘in the 
treasury, subscribed for but not called, and 
henoe not issued to Noy. 30.” Such are the 
assets of the Atchison Company (capital and 
current) as yesterday’s report’s figures show 
them. They are quoted as “resources.” They 
are not guite funds. 

The company’s liabilities are divided, as are 
the assets, in the report imto capital and current 
accounts, Thereis eapital stock of $75,000,- 
000, a tunded debt ef $47,933,000, guarantee 
fund notes ($700,000 issued) of $7,000,000, sun- 
dry subseriptions $314,819 95, and Land Depart- 
ment receipts not yet carried to surplus of 
$1,966,330 02. Trustee land grant, notes, and 
equipmens lease warrants not vot matured make 
up $3,441,221. 09, while auxiliary companies in 
construetion and in general and tratfic accounts 
add an additional $1,820,831 18. This makes 
up @ eapital account of $126.976,202 24. The 
accounts current come in with $8,643,304 54 
more. 

Here is the way it is itemized: Accounts 
payable, (not ineluding auxiliary roads,) 
$2,049,966 66; bills payable, $4,486,552 39; 
coupons unpaid, $490,970 50; dividends un- 
peid, $52,692; scrip certificates unpresented, 
$195; accrued interest on bonds and rentals, 
$1,028,375; acerued taxes, $404,862 34; siak- 
ing fund requirements, $129,690 65. 

The grosa earnings from tratfic on “ invest- 
ment properties” ($3,506 48 miles of road) dur- 
ing 1888 up to Nov. 30, were $8,232,642 32. 
Operating and general expenses were $7,232,- 
863 43, leaving net earnings of $999,778 89. 
Total charges, ineluding interest on bonds, 
rentals, taxes, &e., were $3,969,226 58, thus 
showing adeficit for the 11 months axgregat- 
ing $2,969,447 69. 

The actual mileage of the Atchison Company 
is 7,121 miles, against 6,320 a yearaco. The 
report just issued shows that the net earnings 
in 1887 were $10,954,586 89, while in 1888 
(with December estimated) the net earnings 
are $6,324,837 O01.

THE OKLAHOMA TROUBLE. 


A THREAT TO ESTABLISH AN INDE- 


PENDENT STATE. 

KANsaAs Ciry, Mo., Feb. 18.—The fate of Ok- 
lahoma 1s watched in Southern and Southwest- 
ern Kansas with a great deal of interest. If the 
Territory of Oklahoma is created by the present 
Congress, there will be a heavy movement in 
that direction during the next three or four 
months. The Kansas people are espeelally well 
posted on the geography of No Man’s Land, and 
they are as familiar with its well- 
watered valleys and meadow lands, its ad- 
vantages for the agrieulturist and the stoek 
grower, as they are with the county in which 
they reside. It is the impression among the 
promoters of the mevement deseribed below 
that one cause of the tardy action of the 
Federal Government in organizing a Ter- 


ritory, which shall include No Man’s Land, 
ia a strong doubt as to the title 
of the United States to that territory. A care- 
ful research by lawyers competent to judge 
sueh matters reveals the fact that No Man’s 
Land does not belong to the United 
States by right ot purchase; that 
it has never been ceded to the 
United States Government, and that it is 
exactly what its name implies. It certainly 
cannot now be acquired by right of discovery, 
and the question is how shall the title to itever 
become vested in the Governwent. 

It is now eertain that in case the bill does not 
become a law at amearly day there will be 
stirring times across the border this Spring. It 
is the intention of those who have shaped the 
policy of the Provisional Government 
to go a astep* further if the Federal 
authorities do net act promptly. In short, 
they will adopt a Federal Constitution, 
elect a President and two branehes of the Lexis- 
lature tocorrespond to the Senate and House, 
will adopt a flag, aname, and declare No Man’s 
Land an independent State, after which they 
will megotiate for admission te the Union as 
Texas did. : 

There are now 15,000 citizens in the neutral 
strip, which is 165 wiies long and 25 miles wide, 
and they demand some law under which they 
can acquire title to real estate and other 
property, and secure protection the same 
as that enjeyed by citizens of other States 
and Territories. The coming Summer will see 
the design of eatablishing an independent State 
carried out if Congress does not do something 
and do it quickly. It will be, it is claimed, no 
rebellion, but simply an act of self-defense 
which is now considered unavoidable.

NO WHITEWASH ABOUT THIS 


THA OZILING  OOMMISSION 


MAKHS 118 RBPORT. 
THE ASSEMBLY CEILING IS A BOTOHED 
JOB—THE WORK OF 8CHEMERS AND 


CORRUPTIONISTS. 

ALBANY, Feb. 18.—The exposure has come 
Officially and the committee of architectural 
experts inform the people of the State that they 
have been robbed of $105,000 and no doubt 
@ great deal more by the construction of the 
Assembly eeiling. The three experts are 
unanimous in their opinion. They say thatthe 
celling could have been construeted for 
$165,000, that Mr. Andrews had certified state- 
ments to the amount of $288,000, ever $10,000 
of the amonnt allowed by law and over $18,000 
more than was called for by the contraet. 

Under the terms of the contract Andrews 
should have withheld $54,000 from the pay- 


ments te the contractors, whereas he had only 
reserved $39,000, having paid the contrators 
$14,943 in excess of What he sheula have done 
until the work was completed. The ex- 
perts, among several other reeommenda- 
tions, advise the Legislature to withhold 
alli remaining paymerts until the werk is fin- 
ished, as the contract specifies, and until the 
spanérels now built of papier maché are fin- 
ished, a8 they should have been, in quartered 
oak. 

Of course the reading of the report ereated a 
sensation. Itcould not have been otherwise. 
It vindicated the position taken by the press 
and completely squelched the five ambitious 
members whe have been lopbying to put the 
newspaper cerrespendents into the galiery. It 
wont even further and proved to the Appro- 
priations Committee that the movement te ex- 
pel @Correspondent Speer for contumacy 
was practically beyond their jurisdiction and 
the matter will be dropped. 

The question now arises, What fredress has 
the State under the cireumatances? The reso- 
lution to suspend Superintendent Andrews will 
come upin the House to-morrow. A Repub- 
lican member had it drawn to-night, 
but refrained from offering it because 





he believed a Democratic colleague pro- 
posed to do s0 to-morrow. But iit 
will not end there. The Attorney-General 
will be asked to bring suit against the contractor 
to compel him to finish the work aecording to 
eontract, anditis not improbable that the Dis- 
tciet Attorney of Albany County will be invited 
later on to indict several gentlemen for con- 
spiracy in defrauding the State. 

At all events, the Assembly acted to-night as 
if it were sitting on the crater of a volcanu, not 
knowing whom the lava would flow over next.

To the Assembly of the State of New-York: 

Having been appointed by your honorable body 
te examine the new ceiling in the Assembly Cham- 
ber of the Capitol at Albany and the construction of 
jhe Same as required by the contract with John 

naith, dated June 28, 1883, we have the honor to 
,report as follows: 

‘The original contract and specifications and 27 
drawings were submitted to us on Feb. 6, 1889. 
Superintendent Andrews stated that these were the 
original plans upon which the contract was 
awarded, and that no other plans had been made, 
As a matter of fact, only #8 of these 27 
drawings were prepared prior to the awarding of 
the contract. The three drawings are neither 
signed nor dated. Noscale appears on therm, and 
they represent a very small portion of the work re. 
quired under the said contract. The remaining 
24 drawings, made after the contract was executed, 
were apparently used ‘in the construction of the 


work. 

On Feb. 13, 1889, after repeated requests for the 
necessary plans, Superintendent Andrews, Con- 
traetor Snaith, and Architagt Rowe submitted to 
us at different times the 4é additional drawings, 
most of them in pencil; fut examination proved 
thatg only}6 of these were made prior to the award- 
ing of the contract. These additional drawings 
were neither signed nor datea, and nearly all the 
drawings are without titles. 

The uine drawings, which have been identified 
and sworn to as being the originals or copies of the 
originals prepared prior to the awarding of the con- 
tract, are 80 Vague and incomplete as to render any 
competitive bids made upon the same useless 4s 6s- 
timates of the value of the work. Yet, in June, 
188s, the committee received six proposals, rang- 
ing from $270,150 to $286,340, for doing the wor 
according to the original plans and specificationa. 

If theae were bona fide proposals the bidders must 
have had submitted to them plans which we have 
been unable toobtain. We are doubtful as to the 
bona fide character of these bids, and suggest that 
rigid investigation on this line is desirable. 

The specifications are general in character. They 
are not adequate for the purpose, unless accom- 
panied by complete, clear, and carefully-prepared 
drawgn gs. 

W gud that in direct violation of the act author- 
ezing thia improvement (Chapter 582, Laws of 
1888) material changes have been made in construc. 
tion from the requirements of the original plans 
and specifications withont the consent of the com- 
mittee, namely: 

Tho iron construction of the celling as erected is 
entirely different from that described in the specifi- 
cations, and, so far as we can ascertain from inauili- 
clens data, it contains considerably less material 
than was 4 gy by the plans ard specifications 
reterred toin the contract; neither has the iron 
been painted as required, 

The yee eeorsy prior to the execution of the 
contract and sworn toin the evidence oall forg 
ceiling of 768 panels, whereas one containing but 
346 panels has been constructed. This change from 
the original ceiling of 768 panels considerably re- 
duced the cost of this portion of the work, 

According to the plans eight pilasters of eut 
stone were to be properly lengthened and capped to 
correspond with the granite columns. Uncapped, 
Pore arenes unsightly, extensions have been made 

stead. 

The woodwork of the ceiling does not correspond 
with the specifications, in not being entirely of 
quartered oak. It is not first-rate cabinet work, 
ner has it received the finish required by the speg!i- 
fications, 

The specifications require either flat panels of 

quartered oak properly glued up or vaulted papier- 
maché panels, as may be directed by the Superin- 
tendent. This vaulted form, as constructed, is 
wholly unsuited to wood, but is perfectly proper in 
in papier-maché, and costs per panel more than flat, 
plain quartered oak, A proper decorative treat- 
meut of these vaulted papier-maché panels should 
have been adopted instead of the present imitation 
of oak. The specifications permit the use of papier- 
maché in the pane!s of the ceiling only. Wherever 
else it has been used it is not proper nor in accord. 
ance with the specifications, and it should be re- 
pines’ with quartered and carved oak by the con- 
tractor. 
We have examined and made an exhaustive chem- 
ieal analyeis of the material of which the panels are 
composed. We find itfmay be fairly called papier- 
macné,. Itis used by architects and builders under 
that namo, and it is eminently suitable for the 
Wulted panels. 

The atatvements in the certificates furnished 
monthly by Superintendent Andrews upon which 
ayments were made to the contractor (as set forth 
n Assembly document No. 44) are incorrect. Many 
items in these monthly statements are excessive 
both as to quantities and prices, in some cases bein 
more than double the actual amounts furnished. 
The sum total of these monthly statements, as cer- 
tified to md Superintendent Andrews, is $288,828, 
whereas the total amount of the contract is only 
$270,160. Under the contract 20 por cent. should 
be retained from Snaith until his work is accepted. 
Only $39,086 has been retained instead of $54,030. 
The contractor has, therefore, received on account 
to date $14,944 more than he is entitled to until the 
work is accepted. 

We are wholly unableto ascertain the source of 
these monthly statements or how the data were ob- 
tained upon which they were based. Mr, Andrews 
testified that the data came to him through Mr. 
Rowe from Contractor Snaith’s books. Mr. Rowe 
testifled that he had nothing to do with making 
themup. Mr. Snaith testified that they were fur- 
nished from Mr. Andrews’s office, that he never ex- 
amined them, and signed them only fer the purpese 
of getting his meney. Neither Mr. éndrews bor 
Mr. Rowe, aceording to their testimony, have ever 
measured up or verified any of the quantities or 
prices, nor have we been able to discover that any 
measurements or calculations of quantities have 
ever been made on the work under this contract, 
either for a preliminary estimate, an estimate in 
progress, or & final estimate. 

What the actual vaiue of the work proposed by 
the original plans and specifications may have 
been we have no sufficient means of ascertaining 
on account of incomplete data, but we find that the 
value of the total work actually done under the 
contract does not exceed $165,000. This estimate 
is based On on examination of the plans of the work 
as constructed, the specifications as furnished to 
us, the description of the work done as given by 
Messrs. Andrews, Rowe, Snaith, and Sinclair, and 
ourexamination of the work itself. In this esti- 
mate of $165,000 aliberal allowance has been made 
for all risks, contingencies, and profits. 

Yoa have asked us to examine and reper’ specific. 
ally on certain questions. We submit each ques- 
tion, with our answer thereto: 

First—Has the present ceiling been constructed 
in all respects in accordance with the plans and 
specifications? 

Answer—No. 

Seconi—What would be the cost of the said cell- 
ing if quartered oak were substituted in place of 
papier-maché? 

Answer—We estimate that a ceiling entirely of 
quartered oak similar to the present one, but sub- 
stituting the plain flat panels shown op the original 
plans for vaulted ones, would cost practicaliy the 
same a3 the present cetling of oak and papier, maché, 

Third—What would be the cost for constructing a 
proper carved ceiling in accordance with the plans 
adopted for the building of the present ceiling in 
case carved oak was substituted in these specifica- 
tions in place of quarteret oak or papier-mach6é? 

Answer—We understand this question to mean 
what would be the oost of a ceiling cane oy like the 
present one if carved oak was used instead of 
papier-maché. The construction of sucha ceiling 
Was never contemplated by the plans and specifica- 
tious. The only alternative allowed under the 
specifications is the substitution of vaulted papier- 
maché panels for the flat, plain quartered oa an- 
elsshownon the plans, This question, therefore, 
has no bearing on the present case, but, as it has 
been asked, we answer that it would cost from 
$60,000 to $70,000 more than the present ceiling. 

Fourth—That said committee further investigate 
and report on any other matter pertaining to the 
building of such ceiling they may deem material, 
andalsoif the article of papier-maché, as used in 
the ceiling, is a proper and first-class material. 

Answer—As already stated, we consider that the 
material may be properly called papier-maché ana 
thatit is first-class and suitable as used in the 
vaulted panels, but that it should not have been 
used elsewhere in the work. 

In view of the facts above stated, we think that 
no further payment should be made on the contract 
until the Whole matter is finally investigated. We 
think that the contractor should be required to re- 
place the spandreis and all other papier-maché in 
the ceiling, except the vaulted panels, with quar- 
tered and carved oak as required by the specifica- 
. The cost of such replacement would be about 
$10,000. We furthermore think that at least 
$10,000 should have been deducted from the con- 
tract price ter the changes in the iron work, the 
substitution of the present ceiling of 396 panels in 
place of the original ceiling of 768 panels, and for 
other omissions above stated. 

Finally, we woul cali the attention of your hon- 
orable body to the extraordinary fact that not a

CONTRACTOR SNAITH’S MAN. 


HE WAS CONSIDERED A NEAT DRAUGHTS- 
MAN, NOT AN ARCHITECT. 

Emir, N, Y., Feb. 18.—Arthur H. Rewe, the 
architect ef the Assembly Chamber eeiling, 
werk on which has created scandal, is an £ng- 
lishman by birth. For seme time prior to the 
Spring of 1887 he resided at Wilkesbarre, Penn., 
where he did work as a draughtsman, although 
he claimed the professional title of architect. 


Early in the Spring ef 1887 Pierce & Dock- 
stader, a leading firm of architects of this city, 
being in peed of an architect, employed Rowe. 
He was regarded here as a fair draughtsman, 
but not a good designer, and he was not in- 


trusted by the firm with work requiring any 
special ability, 


At Cornell his work was te instruct tha 
Freshmen, & duty this year whieh was assumed 
by two advanced students. He came to this 
country from England, and had served an ap- 
prentisesbip with a firm of London architects. 

It was a surprise to Elmira architects to learn 
that he had been intrusted with planning the 
repairs at the Capitel. Rowe get his position 
through his acquaintance with Contractor 
Jobn Snaith, Both are Englishmen. Snaitn 
made his firstrise in Ithaca when the Oornell 
mansion was built. English plan, workmen, 
and material were imported. Snaith happened 
to be the mest intelligent workman, and ic wa 
made foreman. He was shrewd, and amasacd 
quite s fortune, {twas he who sent Rowe to 
Albany. 


Speaking of Rowe, an architect of recognized 
ability in this olty to-day said: “He is a 
neat draughtsman, bat he is no dvesign- 
er. He cannot make plans for a chicken 
coop. He is of pleasing address, and his 
general make-up is well ealoulated to capture 
politicians. Why he should undertake such work 
a8 Was required on the Capitol building is past 
finding oat, and can be attrbuted only to his 
sublime cheek, forhe must have known when 
he undertook the work that be was not equal to 
the task. There seems no doubt that it was a 
job, and architects who know of Rowe’s ability, 
or rather inability, must smile when he is re- 
ferred to as an arvhitect, even of a very erdl- 
nary class,” 

Another arehitect referred to Rowe in the 
Bame strain, and said he was greatly surprised 
when he heard that the neat draughtsman but 
worthless architect had charge of the Assembly

ASKING TOO MUCH. 


MAYOR GRANT’S PROTEST AGAINST CABLE 
RAILWAY COMPANY DEMANDS. 

A protest against the passage of the bill 
—now before the Assembly Committee on Rail- 
roads—introdueed by Assemblyman Hamilton 
and ehampioned by Ool. George Bliss, to reha- 
bilitate the New-York Cable Railway Company, 
was sent to Albany by Mayor Grant last night. 
It was carried by his secretary, Mr. T. 0. T. 
Crain. Corporation Counsel Beekman followed 
Mr. Crain, and both gentlomen will appear be- 
fore the Committee on Railroads to-day to 
add their eral arguments to the written ones of 
the Mayor. 

In the opinion of Mr. Grant the billis “ inim- 
ical to the best interests of the people of this 
community and assails public rizhta.” In the 
first place, he says, the bill is special in 

haracter, though general in form, and is there- 

ore repugnant to Section 18 of Artiele IIL of 
the; State Constitation, which forbids the passage 
of private or local bilis, and provides that the 
right to lay railroad tracks shall only be 
acquired under general laws. As it under- 
takes to give the Cable Railway Company the 
right to build surface, as well as elevated rail- 
roads it is also violative of the General Rail- 
road actof 1884, which provides that surface 
railways shall derive their right te existende 
only from itself, and prohibits composite rall- 
roads from being eonstructed and operated 
under the authority of the Rapid Transit act of 
1875 under which the Cable Railway OCom- 
pany has acted. 

_ Mayor Grant finds another reason for oppos- 
ing the billin the fact that, while the Cantor 
act of 1886 requires railway franchises to be 
solid at auction to the bidder whe will gire the 
highest return to the Ae it gives a franchise 
absolutely to the Cable Railway Company for 
the minimum compensation fixed by the Gen- 
eral Railroad act. This compensation seems to 
him insignificant and inadequate. It would up- 
doubtedly be increased at a public auction. The 
Mayor adds: 

“I fail to perceive any justifiable reason for ex- 
cepting this cerporation from the provisions of a 
law framed for the public benefit and to which all 
street railway companies organized since the act 
was passed, or that may be hereafter organized, are 
and will be subject; and I must earnestly protest, 
on Dehalf of the people of this city, against the in- 
vasion and deprivation of their rights contemplated 
by this bill, ich, in the case of a single private 
eorporation and for the promotion of the fortunes of 
its corporators, works to suspend the operation of a 
general statute framed and enacted to secure an 
adequate return tothe public proportioned to the 
value of the franchises granted. For these reasons 
I am constrained to express & most emphatic disap- 
proval of this legislation which thus unjustly di- 
minishes a large and important source of revenue 
to thia city, and which in its method is so false in 
principle as to make it immediately obnoxious and 
. 7 it for the future a most dangerous prece- 

ent.” 

After giving a history of the Cable Railway 
Company and of its reverses in the courts, 
whieh this billis designed to enable it to over- 
come, Mayor Grant points out that the bill does 
not compel the eompany, in case it should ac- 
quire the right it seeks, to give abond to indem- 
nify the public or private citizens for damages 
to which it would subject them; that the com- 
tap he railroads are not essential to or pro- 

uctive of rapid transit; that it would really 
impede the solution of the rapid-transit prob- 
lem, and that the passage of the bill would help 
to establish an enormous speeulative monopoly.

FOR TARIFF REFORM. 


THE CONVENTION WHICH BEGINS AT 
CHICAGO TO-DAY. 

CaIcaco, Feb. 18.—The tariff-reform conven- 
tion which will begin in this city to-morrew 
evening promises to be one of the most im- 
portant economic gatherings ever held im this 
country. It will meet under the auspices of 
the Tariff Reform League of the United States, 
and the sessions will last three days, conclud- 
ing with a banquet at the Palmer House Thurs- 
day evening. 

There will be present sat the eonventien 
representatives of the varieus industries that 
are being injured by a continuance of the war 
taxes. Wool growers and wool manufasturers 
will add their testimony to that of men engaged 
in other industries, that they are being injured 
by a tariff that neither protests them nor their 
employes. It is expected that the Mon. J. 
Sterling Morton of Nebraska will be permanent 
Chairman, At the day sessions of the conven- 
tion prominent manufacturers will deliver ad- 
dresses showing the injury dee their own 
industries by the present war tariff. 

At the session to-morrow evening the Hon, 
Frank Hurd of Ohie and Thomas G. Shearman 
of New-York will deliver addresses. Wednes- 
day renee Henry George and others will 
speak, 

One of the objects of the convention will be to 
devise means by which to centinue the work of 
education at times when the public mind is rot 
disturbed by the excitements of a political cam- 
paign. For this purpose it is designed to or- 
ganize a lecture bureau and branob leagues 
throughout the country, and also to establish a 
newspaper, by means of which a thorough dis- 
Gussien of the tariff question may be seoured. 
The convention will be absolutely non-partisan 
in its composition, the league seeking to further 
the cause of tariff reform outside and regardless 
of party lifes. It is expected that over 700 
delegates will be present. Many prominent 
tariff reformers who are unable to be present 
have written letters which will be read before 
the convention. 

Among these are President Cleveland, the 
Hon. Hugh McCullough, ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury; the Hen. Carl Schurz, Dayid A. 
Wells, and Congressman Wilson of Virginia.

NEW OATHOLIC DIVOOHSES. 


TO BE EREOTED IN THE PROVINCE OF 
ARCHBISHOP IRELAND. 

8m. Paut, Minn., Feb. 18.—Within a few 
months new dioceses will be established in the 
Roman Catholic provines of 8t. Paul, of which 
Archbishop Ireland is the Metropolitan. Since 
thiscity was made the episcopal seat of the 
Archdtocese from which 1t takes Ita name there 
has been much talk of this projeet. The prov- 
ince of St. Paul, which includes the State of 
Minnesota and Dakota Territory, contains, be- 


sides the Archdiocese, the vicariate-apestolie of 
Northern Minnesota and. the vicariate-apostolie 
of Dakota. 

Bishop Seidenbush, who was head of the 
vicariate-apostolic of Northern Minnesota, has 
resigned, and from present indications his suc- 
cessor will have a diocese the seat of whion will 
probably be Duluth. Itis also the intention to 
erect @ diocese whieh will comprise the territory 
included by the vicariate-apostolic of Dakota. 
Three places are spoken of as the seat of this 
new diocese, Liberal offers have been made to 
the Cathelic Ohurch authorities by the cities of 
Sioux Falls, Farge, and Jamestown, each of 
which fs willing to give both lané and money if 
a Bishop is located within its limits, 

The speculations about the erection of new 
dioceses have been given an official cast by the 

ublication of an interview with Archbishop 

reland in the current issue of the Northwestern 
Chronicle, the Archbishop's organ. Among 
other things the Archbishop says: ‘As to the 
formation of an Episcopal See at Duinth, of 
course I cannot at this time givea decisive 
answer. This much, however, I can say: New 
Gioeeses will be orgauized within the ecclesiast- 
ical province of 8t, Paul. The question is soon 
to be settled giving to this territory one or two 
Episcopal Sees.”

A tariff-reform convention begins a three 
days’ session at Chicago to-day. Among 
the delegates there are to be representatives 
of manufacturing industries which are in- 
jured by the existing tariff restrictions. If 
all those which are injured were repre- 
sented they would includetheentire woolen 
interest and numerous others in which the 
cost of raw material is an important 
element, as well as those which feel the 
need of an outlet for their products in for- 
eign markets. In fact, while there is no 
sort of doubt of the injury done to the great 
farming interest, it is almost equally 
certain that the manufacturers of 
the country as a whole are suffering 
under serious disadvantages from the high 
tariff on foreign products. The convention 
is to consider the means ef continuing the 
work of educating the public mind on the 
subject of the real effect of the tariff. This 
is the one thing of supreme importance, 
and the work of education should be car- 
ried on while the people are not stirred up 
by political excitement and disposed to 
shut their eyes to everything but the imme- 
diate prospects of the political party to 
which they have long been attached. 








The rules which should govern appropri- 
ations by Congress for works of art have 
pever been accurately defined, but sundry 
interesting suggestions were thrown out in 
the Senate’s discussion of the bili of Mr. 
VoORHEES to buy an oil painting of ABRA- 
HAM LINCOIN for $15,000. This painting, 
which is life size, appears to have been 
banging for some timein the room of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, and the artist 
is'Mr. G. W. F. TRavis. Authorities no less 
than Messrs. EVARTS and HOAR pronounce 
jt *‘an extraordinary painting,” but Mr. 
SHERMAN remarked that ‘ $2,500 will buy 
a fuil-length, life-size portrait by the best 
artist in America.” Mr. PALMER also 
maintained that ‘* Mr. EASTMAN JOHNSON, 
whois the most eminent portrait painter 
in America, as I understand, never charges 
over $5,000”; and when Mr. Morrity and 
Mr. HAWLEY interjected at the same mo- 
ment, * Not over $2,500,” Mr. PALMER ac- 
cepted this amendment, while adding that 
**probably the portrait may be worth 
$2,500 if this artist has avery high repu- 
tation—otherwise not.” Further investi- 
gation revealed that the work is now owned 
by a gentleman who was formerly our Con- 
sul at Sheffield. Mr. VOORHEES urged that 
**we should be doing ourselves injustice, 
as well as the subject of this great paint- 
ing, by haggling about the price,” but Mr. 
HAWLEY rejoined that this was treating 
the matter as if the painting were by Lin. 
COLN instead of LINCOLN, and that while, 
“Gf it was Mr. HuNTINGTON’s picture I 
ghould be willing to give a good deal— 
$2,500 or $5,000”—the case was quite 
different with one who “to us is an un- 
jcnown artist.” All of which has a clear 
interest beth to the world of art and the 
general public. For the present the decis- 
‘gon as to the purchase is held in abeyance. 











The Mayor is living up to his promises in 
the matter of burying the electric wires. 
Jt is plain that so long as no inconvenience 





their wires overhead they will not put 
them under ground. The Mayor did two 
excellent things yesterday, at the meeting 
of the Board of Electrical Control, in se- 
curing the adoption of a resolution that 
permits for overhead wires should be 
granted only at full meetings of the board, 
and of another resolution that unused per- 
mits should be revoked. The police were 
instructed accordingly. This means that 
no more wires shall be strung in the air, 
and that any extension of our present 
electrical facilities shall be made under 
ground. If this regulation is faithfully 
enferced the cempanies concerned, which 
have heretofore confined their efforts to 
evading the law, will be compelled to exert 
their ingenuity to find means of obeying it.

‘** A}l must have noticed,” said the Chica- 
go Tribune on the 16th inst., “ that while 
the Western cattle growers are complaining 
that they do not get enough for their 
beeves, and while it is said on all hands 
that there has been an overproduction in 
the cattle business, yet the price of beef to 
the Chicago consumer has not come down.” 
It is such facts as these that tend to bring 
popular support to attacks upon the 
alleged combination of slaughterers 
and shippers whose establishments are 
in Chicago and Kansas City. Con- 
sumers generally are not inclined to 
favor the selfish and absurd Local In- 
spection bills supported by the butchers, 
for they cannot see that the beef of cattle 
that have been*carried half across the con- 
tinent by rail is preferable to beef shipped 
in refrigerators from the West, but they do 
believe that the price of beef to them is not 
warranted by the price paid for cattle by 
Western.slaughterers and that it has been 
held ata high level by combination. 








The detailed statistics of the organized 
militia forces, as presented by Gen. DRUM 
to the Secretary of War, show a remarkable 
variation in the degree of interest felt in 
the citizen soldiery. so far as numbers are 
evidence of that interest. Thus South 
Carolina is credited with 5,305 organized 
troops, while the populous State of Ohio 
has but 5,627. So California has 4,040 
militia and Missouri only 2,093. New- 
Jersey is a notably strong militia State, in 
proportion to population, having a militia 
force of 4,184, while Tennessee has but 
1,557. It is also curious that Oregon has 
almost exactly these last figures, or 1,559. 
New-Hampshire has a good showing of 
militia, considering her population, and 
Massachusetts also stands very high, having 
5,162. Of course New-York leads the col- 
amp, with her 13,532, and Pennsylvania, 
though next, is so by a long interval, her 
organized militia numberiug but 8,351. 
The causes that produce discrepancies so 
marked are no doubt various, but the 
relative proportions appear to continue 
without much change from year to year. 








It is an encouraging sign for the immedi- 
ate future of the French Republic that 
President CARNOT does net seem to have at 
all lost his head. So long as he remains 
cool he is the master of the situation. Up 
to the present time he has acted with en- 
tire dignity and self-possession. The ob- 
jective point of the Boulangists is an early 
dissolution of the Chamber of Deputies; 
but thiscan only be accomplished legally 
by the act of the President and the Senate, 
and there is no danger of the latter desir- 
ing to move unless the former yields. M. 
CARNOT has shown no disposition to yield. 
It is a good thing for France to have a 
President who knows how not to act. It 
was said of his grandfather, the famous 
organizer of victory, that the energy of his 
action was only equaled by that of his 
silence. If the grandson has inherited this 
quality of negative firmuess it will stand 
him in good stead, and his country also. 








THE EXTRAORDINARY SESSION. 

The Republican situation with reference 
to an extra session is becoming more com- 
plicated than it was three weeks ago when 
Senators ALLISON and CULLOM thought 
that they had arranged for one beyond 
question in Mr. HARRISON’s library. Then 
Mr. ALLISON was fresh from his triumph 
with his tariff bill in the Senate, and was 
expecting himself and was expected by Mr. 
HARRISON to go into the Cabinet. There 
is very little doubt that one of the elements 
in the general plan then was that, in con- 
sideration of the apparent sacrifice made 
by Mr. ALLISON in giving up his leadership 
in the Senate to take the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the bargain with the protected in- 
terests for whom the Senate Tariff bill 
was made was to be carried out as 
promptly as possible at an extra ses- 
sion to be called for the purpose. 
But when Mr. ALLISON found that his 
acceptance of a Cabinet place would be 
a more serious detriment to his political 
chances than he had realized, and with- 
drew, the whole Cabinet had to be re- 
castand new elements had to be brought 
in. The pack of place seekers was let loose 
again upon Mr. HARRISON, and some of the 
most active among them were not so eager 
for an extra session as the Senator from 
Iowa. Public opinion, moreover, began to 
find expression touching the bargain with 
the Trusts, and it was not so complaisant 
as the Senate managers had thought that 
it would be. There have been several in- 
dications that Mr. Harrison has felt it 
best to go a little slow, and released by Mr. 
ALLISON’S withdrawal from the promise to 
enter the Treasury, is himself inclined to 
withdraw his promise of an exira session, 
and to hold that scheme in reserve. 

A consideration of a good deal of weight 
with him is the fact that if, besides the 
extra session of the Senate which will nec- 
essarily be held to confirm his Cabinet ap- 
pointments, he shall bring the House to- 
gether for an indefinite time, the pressure 
for offices will be greatly augmented and 
will be well-nigh intolerable. The Senators 
alone will give him trouble enough, but if 
for every Republican Senator there are also 


‘a half dozen Republican Representatives in 


the city of Washington besieging the de- 
partments and the White House with that 
insatiate greed which only office hunting 
can inspire, he may well fear the fate of his 
grandfather before the Summer is over. 
For never before in our political experience 


hes there been sucha hot chase for place, 


‘safety forbids it. 





so merciless and unremitting a pressure 
upon the Executive, as have already 
centred upon Mr, Harrison before he 
has a single office really at his disposal. 
It is not, as it has been heretofore, simply 
a certain limited number of politicians of 
the party that are engaged in the miserable 
business, but the great mass of active men 
in the party throughout the Union, from 
Mr. BLAINE down (or up) to the negro cap- 
tains of tensand of fiftiesin States that 
never have given and probably never will 
give a Republican Electoral vote, who are 
pressing on each other’s heels. There is 
nothing but the offices that gets even half- 
hearted attention, and the President-elect 
may well feel some apprehension at any- 
thing that will add fuel to the consuming 
flame. 

We are, however, still persuaded that 
Mr. HARRISON will be obliged to concede 
an extra session, if not in April, then in the 
early Autumn, in September orin October. 
The demand for the Senate Tariff bill or its 
substantial equivalent is made by the men 
who hold the fate of the Republican Party 
in their hands, because they hold the purse 
strings. They constitute the one organized 
force in the party, with an enduring and 
detinite motive for action. If they decide 
to do so they can mold the party to their 
will. If they wish an extra session the 
chances are that they will get it. They are 
pretty sure to wish it, for their bill can 
hardly pass without it. 











SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENTS. 

Our past experiences ought to teach us 
that the supreme maxim in regard to the 
investment of the deposits of savings banks 
should be “absolute safety.” Before the 
adoption of the constitutional amendment 
in 1874 putting an end to special charters 
for savings banks and the passage of the 
General act of 1875, providing uniformity 
of powers and liabilities and prescribing in- 
vestments for these institutions, confidence 
in them had been greatly shaken by fail- 
ures and losses due to bad management and 
unwise investments. Twenty-eight sav- 
ings banks, holding $15,000,000, of de- 
posits were wrecked and the final loss to 
depositors amounted to about $5,000,000. 
At a public meeting held in this 
city a resolution was adopted de- 
claring ‘‘absolute want of confidence in 
the savings bank system, as at present ad- 
ministered and the inefficiency of the laws 
under which they are organized and oper- 
ated.” This lack of confidence continued 
to be shown even after the new law had 
been passed, and there was a decrease of 
more than two and a half millions in the 
deposits in 1876, nearly four millions in 
1877, and about thirteen and three-quarter 
millions in 1878. But the absolute security 
which had been attained under the law of 
1875 began thereafter to be appreciated, 
and there was a gain*of more than $20,- 
000,000 in 1879, and upward of $34,000,- 
000 in each of the two following years. 
The increase has gone steadily on ever 
since, and to-day the feeling ef security is 
as absolute as was the want of it in 1874. 

The present law restricts the investment 
of savings bank deposits, aside from bonds 
and mortgages on real estate, to the bonds 
of the United States and the District of 
Columbia, those of this State and of other 
States that have made no default in the 
payment of interest or principal of their ob- 
ligations within ten years, those of cities 
and counties in this State, and the stocks 
and bonds of any city, county, town, vil- 
lage,-or school district in the State issued 
for school purposes. As long ago as 1883 
efforts began in the Legislature to relax 
this restriction and extend the scope of 
savings bank investments. The ‘Page 
bill” of that year proposed to allow invest- 
ment in corporate or individual bonds 
secured by ‘first mortgage upon property 
in this State, and “other good securi- 
ties” approved by the Superintendent of 
the Banking Department, excepting bills 
of exchange, promissory notes, deposits of 
personal property, and stocks to which the 
personal liability of stockholders attaches. 
This dangerous bill attracted little atten- 
tion until if had passed both houses. In 
vetoing it Gov. CLEVELAND wisely said: 
** Absolute safety of the principal deposited 
is what the patrons of the savings banks 
should seek; and any governmental control 
over these institutions should first of all be 
directed to this end.” He added: “A due 
regard to the protection of a class of citi- 
zens which should especially deserve the 
care of the State requires, I believe, that 
the institutions having their savings in 
charge should be limited in the use of such 
deposits to investments prescribea by the 
law, and which as nearly as possible insure 
absolute exemption from loss.” 

In 1886 a bill was introduced by Pratr 
of Poughkeepsie, which proposed to allow 
investment in the bonds of any county or 
city of a State which had not defaulted 
within ten yearsin payment of interest or 
principal of its funded debt, The Superin 
tendent of the Banking Department pre- 
sented some very clear and cogent objec- 
tions to this extension of investments, and 
the bill was defeated. Mr. Parne then op- 
posed any change in the present law, which 
he declared to be a ‘* wise one.” 

This year again there appears a bill to 
break Gown the safeguard placed about 
the deposits of savings bank which has 
created the existing feeling of confidence 
in their security. In has been introduced 
in the Assembly by Mr. RHODEs of West- 
chester County and in the Senate by Mr. 
RAINEs, and it proposes to permit invest- 
ment in the bonds of incorporated cities of 
over 50,000 inhabitants in the States of 
Maine, Massachusetts, New-Hampsbhire, 
Vermont, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New- 
Jersey, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Missouri, and Colorado. What Superin- 
tendent PAINE said in 1886 is equally true 
now. ‘‘Those most desirous to break down 
the barriers surrounding investments are 
those having securities to sell which would 
be enhanced in value by sales to our savings 
banks.” Depositors have not asked for it 
and conservative managers have not fa- 
vered it. The consideration of absolute 
No entering wedge 
should be permitted. The present limit 
has by no means been reached, and the 
only complaint is that dividends are closely 
restricted. But safety is more important | 





than dividends, and should not be sacri- 
ficed to them in the slightest degree. De- 
positors who are willing to take some risk 
for the chance of greater profit are at lib- 
erty to buy municipal bonds of Oshkosh 
for themselves, or dispose of their funds in 
any way they please, but those who prefer 
safety should not be subject to risks by the 
banks themselves. The present restriction 
upon investments should be rigidly main- 
tained. 








CURIOUS NEGLECT. 

Action taken at the Patent Office a few 
days ‘ago with respect to an application 
made by EMILE BERLINER for a patent cov- 
ering a device to be used in a telephonic 
transmitter has excited considerable inter- 
est in Boston. The market value of the 
Bell Company’s shares has advanced be- 
cause of areport that this action will have 
the practical effect of extending: the Bell 
patents, which expire in 1893 and 1894. 
It appears that the Berliner application 
has become the subject of afavorable de- 
cision onthe part of the Board of Exam- 
iners. The President of the Bell Company 
says that ‘it isone of the patents con- 
nected with the transmitter.” The Boston 
Post quotes his additional statements as fol- 
lows: 

**We have had applications in the Patent Of- 
fice for several patentsfor some time, among 
which was the Berliner. Yesterday [the 14th 
inst.] that patent passed the Board of Exam- 
iners. This action was not unexpected by the 
company. Everybody supposed it would pro- 
gress in the natural course. The Berliner 
patent has net been issued, but we expect it 
will be, for there is no reason why it should not 
be. Ithas always been considered a good ap- 
plication, and we had supposed it would be 
issued in due course of time. We atill think 
80.” 

The Post says that the application covers 
something without which ‘‘the transmitter 
would have no value,” and adds that “if 
the patent issues it will give the Bell Com- 
pany practical control of telephone busi- 
ness for the next seventeen years.” The 


.President denies, however, that it is a 


“bottom” patent, or that the issue of it 
would be equivalent to an extension of 
BELL’s patents. 

But if this application is the one made 
by BERLINER on April 14, 1877, it is one of 
great value to the company, and the issue 
of it has been delayed by collusive pro- 
ceedings. The application of that date is 
the one mentioned by Mr. WILLIAM CHASE 
BARNEY is his testimony before a legislat- 

. . . e . . 

ive committee in this city a little more 
than a year ago, and at that time it had 
been “Sin interference” with asimilar ap- 
plication filed by Epi1son for more than 
ten years. This curious delay was ex- 
plained by the fact that both applications 
were owned by the Bell Company, and that 
this company desired that neither of them 
should be successful until some years 
should have elapsed. Mr. BARNEY de- 
clared that by permitting a patent to issne 
on one of these applications just before the 
expiration of the Bell patents, the Bell 
Company could prolong its control of the 
telephoning business for seventeen years 
more. In its report the committee said: 

“‘We are not unmindful of the fact that that 
eompany [the Bell Company] new owns both 
sides of the interference in the application for 
@ patent absolutely essential to telephonic 
communication, and that this interference may 
be settled at the option of the company, and 
that when it is settled a patent upon a principle 
absolutely essential to the service will be issued 
by the United States Government to the Bell 
Company, which will continue the monopoly 
now enjoyed by that company for a period of 


seventeen years from the date of the latter 
patent.” 


When the facts above stated were brought 
to the attention of the Commissioner of 
Patents he asserted that he had not the 
power to prevent such a collusive delay as 
had been procured by the Bell Company in 
this case. It should be understood that 
there was no longer any real dispute be- 
tween the two inventors, for they had 
ceased years before to have any pecuniary 
interest in the applications, but a sham 
opposition had been maintained by the 
company, which played both sides of the 
game, ‘There are applications now in the 
office,” said the Commissioner, “which 
have been kept alive nine or ten years, and 
the office is powerless to compel speedier 
or earlier action on the part of applicants.” 

These disclosures were followed by the 
introduction in Congress, in accordance 
with the Commissioner’s recommendations, 
of bills designed to put an end to this 
jugglery. What has become of them? One 
would suppose that the need of remedial 
legislation would be so clearly seen by mem- 
bers of the two Committees on Patents that 
they would speedily perfect a measure of 
relief and cause it to be passed. But we 
fear that the matter has escaped their at- 
tention. It should not be possible for a 
great and greedy.monopoly to prolong its 
absolute control of telephonic communica- 
tion by such trickery in the Patent Office. 
If it be true that the applications cover a 
principle ‘‘absolutely essential,” then every 
year of delay obtained by tricks since 1877 
has added a year to the term of the com- 
pany’s power beyond the expiration of the 
Bell patents. It is curious that such mat- 
ters are neglected by the Congressional 
committees to which they are referred. 








MR. MYERS AND THE MARKETS. 

Whether the motives which inspired the 
conduct of Mr. De LANCEY NICOLL, as coun- 
sel for certain applicants for stands in 
West Washington Market, are pure or 
mixed’may be an interesting question, but 
so far as concerns the public it isnot the 
main question. The main question is 
whether special privileges have been ob- 
tained by corrupt means. That indeed is 
scarcely now an open question. Itis suc- 
ceeded by the question whether the Con- 
troller has used his official power and influ- 
ence to stifle afulland fair investigation. 
Mr. Nicoxtt declares that he has done so, 
and has thrown up his brief in consequence. 

lt is entirely possible that Mr. NIcoLu 
may feel a personal satisfaction in making 
this very emphatic and unusual protest 
against the conduct of a public officer. He 
could not be expected to rejoice in the elec- 
tion of Col, FeLLows, nor to admire the 
machinations by which it was brought 
about. He may be pardoned for feeling a 
strong resentment against the County 
Democracy and for feeling gratified when 
one of the leaders of that organization gets 


intotrouble, All thathas nothing tedowtth | we 
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the case. The statements of fact he makes: 
can be verified by any reader of newspapers, 
and the fairness of his deductions from 
them be judged. One witness came before 
the Commissioners, and swore that he had 


‘ paid $500 toa person connected with the 


Department of Finance for a stand. No- 
body appeared to deny this statement, 
which was corroborated by another wit- 
ness. Assoon, however, as the Controller 
learned of the testimony the man had 
given he revoked his permit. Accepting 
his testimony as true, he has paid $500 for 
nothing, and he has undoubtedly deplored 
his own misconduct, not in paying a black- 
mail ef $500 for the privilege of carrying 
on his own business, but in telling the 
truth about it on the witness stand. 

Mr. NICOLL retires from the case upon 
the ground that after the punishment the 
Controller has inflicted upon one person for 
revealing his relations with the Controller's 
office it is idle to hope that anybody else in 
the same position will risk the privilege for 
which he has paid so dearly by repeating 
that indiscretion. Mr. NicoLtu can there- 
fore be of no further service to his clients, 
the Jerseymen who are excluded from hold- 
ing stands, ostensibly because they are 
Jerseymen, but really, as they maintain, 
because they have resisted the levy of 
blackmail, upon paying which other Jer- 
seymen have procured stands, while in 
some manner stands have been allotted to 
persons who are not marketmen at all. 

This is a straightforward and reasonable 
statement of the case. One of the Commis- 
sioners put it very mildly in sayingthat “it 
was unfortunate that Kinpy’s permit had 
been revoked.” The Controller seems in- 
clined to plume himself upon the revoca- 
tion as showing the fervor of his own public 
virtue which will not allow a standholder 
toretain a place he has “secured by ille- 
gitimate means.” If Mr. Myers will allow 
us to say so, thisis all bosh. As the case 
stands at present, the Finance Department 
owes KitBy $500, being the amount col- 
lected from him by a person who, he had 
reason to suppose, was authorized to repre- 
sent it, for a stand that has now been 
taken away from him. There was no 
public reason whatever why the Con- 
troller should have made haste to 
revoke Ki_By’s permit before the man 
who was accused of taking the! money had 
been found. No harm would have come to 
the public interests from letting his case 
stand over until the investigation was con- 
cluded. By that time there would have 
been, judging from the course of the in- 
vestigation thus far, a considerable number 
of similarcases awaiting disposal. Possibly 
that was the rub. The action of the Con- 
troller indicates that it was. At all events 
his action has had the effect of notifying 
every standholder who has anything to the 
purpose to disclose about the manner in 
which he acquired his stand that he will 
be deprived of his stand if he tells how he 
got it. 

Nothing could be better calculated to 
stifle the investigation. Unfortunately, 
nothing could be better calculated to show 
the urgent need of the investigation. The 
testimony thus far taken, important and 
serious as some of itis, is by no means so 
injurieus to the Controller as the action he 
has taken in consequence of it. A man 
who applies for a stand and fails to get it 
and then pays $500 and gets it is entitled 
to draw his conclusions.

revelations of his iniquity? Why discour- 
age the standholders from coming forward 
and telling what they know about the mis- 
conduct by which SCHOONMAKER has not 
only robbed them but abused the confi- 
dence of his chief, by threatening them with 
the loss of their stands if they testify? To 
ask this question is to answer it, and to 
answer it in a manner that can scarcely be 
gratifying to Mr. MYeErs.

The return of the French comedians was 
welcomed at Palmer's Theatre last night by an 
audience that completely filled the theatre, and 
contained many persons eminent for’ their 
ability and many more distinguised for their 
woalth.

The long, talky, and inconsequential eomedy 
of the younger Dumas was followed with elose 
attention from 8 o’clock until nearly midnight. 
This indicates either that the study of the con- 
temporary French drama is a opular 
form of amusement with New-York play- 
or that it is fashionable here 
just now to sit patiently under 
the ministrations of the famous ex-secistaire of 
the Comédie Frangaise. Certainly, although 
the text of * L’Etrangtére” 1s unfailingly witty 
and polished, the theme of the play is not 
one with which healthy Americans are 
in sympathy. The mook gravity of its 
treatment of existing social conditions, and the 
bitter heartlessmess of its uadereurrent of 
satire, when examined away from the influence 
of M. Cequelin, are depressing and irritating. 

To be sure, Coquelin presents in this play one 
of his most elaborate, most subtle, and most 
impressive studies of character. But the 
play, which was written solely forthe perfestly- 
equipped company of the great Freneh theatre, 
is a trifle too difficalt for the respectable, hard- 
ene company now supporting the come- 

an. 

Mme. Hading’s performance of the Duchesse 
is & painstaking, often an adequate, but never a 
brilliant piece of acting. She touches the sym- 
pathy in her expression of Catharine’s forlorn- 
ness and misery; she wins the admira- 
tion, if net the ‘approval of conservative folks 
by her frank and buoyantdemonstration of her 
Jove for tha man whois not her husband but 
ought to be. Sheis always an agreeable figure 
to the eye. But some of her best seenes aro 
spoiled by over-demonstrativeness and lack of 
repose. The tirade she delivers against the 
wretohed Duke in Act IV. does not lack force 
or feeling, but it is deficient in the artistic 
quality called refinement. In other words, 
there are actresses On Our OWN Stage who coulda 
impersonate the Duchesse de Septmonts better 
than Mme. Hading. 

For Coquelin’s portrayal of the Duke it is dif- 
ficult to tind words in which to express ita due 
of praise, Like all of his impersonations 16 im- 

roves on acquaintance. It is absolutely per- 

ect study of baseness and moral degradation, 

coupled with the savoir faire and elegance of 
the man-of-the world. Every bitin it is worthy 
of close attention. The make-up, which is ap- 
parently simplicity itself, completely trans- 
forms the man. You can almost understand 
his character from observation of the back 
of his head as he sits listening to the conversa- 
tion in his wife’s sa/on to the chater about Mra, 
Clarkson. His brief soliloqy after his first en- 
counter with Gerard in his wife’s apartment is 
a wonderful example of the meaning a fine 
actor can put into a few simple words. His 
scene with the preposterous Clarkson is a mar- 
vel of finely-graded affects.

MRS. LANGTRY. 

Mrs. Langtry acted Lady Elizabeth Clan- 
carty in Tom Taylor’s spirited romantic drama 
ealled ‘‘Clancarty,” at the Fifth-Avenue Thea- 
tre last evening. The audience was numerous 
and cordial. The climax of the third act, which 
is an exceedingly strong and effective out- 
come of a touching escene, was fellowed 
by enthusiastic applause, and Mrs. Langtry 
was twice summoned to the footlights ac-

“Telegram was received here from Vassar Col 
lege Feb. 12! asking price ef seats for Saturday mat- 
inée. Answer was sent and 82 seats were bonght 
tn one block on Thursday and the same were oc- 
cupied by young ladies at the matinée,” 

The ticket agent at the Hudson River Rail- 
road Station in this city said to-day that he sold 
pn, Saas tickets to Vassar pupils on Saturday 
for New-York. The street car Superintendent 
says that his cars did not carry over that num- 
bor from the college to the station on Saturday. 
President Taylor of Vassar College made the 
following statement to-night: “ The statements 
contained in the New-York papers regarding 
the attendanee of a number of Vassar students 
ata matinéGe at the Casino are entirely false. 
There was no excursien to New-York and neo 
plan forany. Tiekets were purchased for the 
Casino by two students who expected to take a 
New-York lady with them. This was unknown 
to the cellege authorities. The two students 
attended the matinée. This is absolutely all 
the truth there is in this slanderous report 
which the New-York papers havespread abroad. 

To-night Mr. Aronson was telegraphed to ask- 
ingifer copies of telegrams embracing the whole 
transaction. He replied as follows: 

‘*In justice to the party that communicated with 
us relative to the seats we Cannot give names. We 
sold the seats, and they were occupied. How the 
matter leaked cut We do not know. We did not 
announce it officially.”

After apnounsing the purpose of the fair, Mr. 
Steinway introauced Mr. Carl Schurz, who spoke 
for about half an hour in German. He said, in 

art: “We hope that the German Hospital may 
be placed among the first benevolent institu- 
tions in this city. Many of the men and women 
who have helped to establish this worthy hos- 
pital have been taken away. Such genial, 
ohivalrous men as Krakowizer and Althoff, the 
untiring Willy Wallach and Diegardt, the wise 
and noble-hearted philanthropist Anna Otten- 
dorfer, and the generous Gustav Schwab, a 
model oitizen, and then such living ones 
as our widely-famous friend Dr. Jaco- 
ebi, Drs. Sehwedler and Schnetter, which 
three were among the original founders 
of the hospital. Could I ask them how the 
would wish to be honored [ know what their 
anewer would be. There is alittie story of a 
sainted woman who, while begging fer the poor, 
met an ill-tempered man who was annoyed at 
her begging, and struek her. ‘That blow is fer 
me,’ said the noble woman; ‘now give me 
something for my poor.’ The noble founders 
of this hospital would say: ‘ Instead of praising 
us, help our institution.’ 

“In Boston there seems fto be a eustom that 
whenever a rich man wants to die decently, he 
must leave a bequest tothe Harvard University. 
The Germans of New York should resolve that 
whenever & wealthy member of their class 
wishes te die decently, he must leave a bequest 
to the German Hospital.’’ 

After reviewing the history of the hospital, 
Mr. Schurz closed by thanking the members of 
the various commitiees for the effective work 
they bad done in making the fair such an ex- 
teusive and brilliant affair, and he expressed 
the hope that every prosperous German would 
interest himself in the German Hospital. 

Mayor Grant was next introduced and he 
said: * I see the happy eyes of many smiling 
ladies who are anxiously waiting to get your 
money in return for their wares. No bight in 
Ioany years has been more pleasing than this 
great assemblage, and I have not seen a greater 
number of pretty girls than I see here. And 
now I declare the fair open.” 

This ended the speechmaking, and while the 
large orehestra struck up a merry Waltz the 
young Mayor started to make a somplete tour 
of the ball in the eompany of Mr. Steinway and 
one or swo members of the Reception Commit- 
tee. The Mayor dispensed greenbacks with a 
lavish hand. He bought something at seach 
booth andin every instance gave the article 
purchased to the fair. He bought flowers from 
every flower girland took a chance at every 
grab bag and fish pond. Mr. Grant probably 
left the fair several hundred dollars poorer than 
when he went in. 

There isso great a variety ef attractive de- 
partments in this fair that anything like a full 
enumeration of them would fill a small volume. 
‘There has been a notieeable and successful ef- 
fort on the pet of the managers to introduce as 
many novel features as possible.

Mr. William Steinway is the Chair 
man ef the General Executive Committee and 
Mr. A. B. De Frece is Chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements. Prior to ths opening of 
the fair the gentlemen eonnected with it gave 
$12,000 in cash to the fund and the ladies 
$9,000. Mr. Steinway gave a thirteen-hundred- 
dollar piano, and pianos were also given by 
Messrs. Sohmer, Weber, Kranich & Bach, and 
Hardman, Peck & Co.

THK NW CRUISERS, 
a 
WHAT WILL BE DONE WITH THE 
TON AND CHARLESTON. 

The United States steel cruiser Boston is 
expected to proceed on acruise within a month, 
As to her destination or station, rumor is rife 
among naval oflicers, but from pretty good au- 
thority it is understood she will be sent to 
Europe. 

The Boston has been lying at the Breoklyn 
Navy Yard since her return from Hayti in 
December, and many have declared that she 
ought to have been sent on foreign service long 
before this. There is great need for vessels just 
now on the China station. The Juniata has just 
arrived home, the Breoklyn and the Essex are 
on their way, and the Monocacy has been con- 


demned and is ready to be sold. This leaves in 
the Asiatic squadren only three vessels, the 
Marien, (flagship,) the Omaha, and the Palos. 
The Dolphin is on her way, though in all Likeli- 
heod has stopped over en route at Samos. On 
the European station are only three vessels, the 
flagship Lancaster, the Quinnebaug, and the 
Enterprise. The South Atlantic station, the 
Pacific, and the home station are well supplied 
with vessels in eomparison with the European 
and Asiatic stations. 

The Boston 1s in one sense too large a vessel 
for the China squadron, and again, in another 
sense, she is not. She is too large a vessel to do 
duty close in along the coast or be employed for 
work up the China rivers, and she is too small a 
vessel for a fiagship. She has not the proper 
quarters for an Admiral, and it is certain that 
if she were sent out to China she would be ap- 
propriated for use as @ flagship by reason of her 
auperiority as & war vessel. % 

Notafew naval officers are of the opinion 
that the Beston, Atianta, and some of the new 
vessels soon to go into commission should be 
kept on the home station and form part of the 
home defense, but all agree that the new steel 
cruisers should be kept actively in commission 
and deplore the fact of thoir remaining idle at 
home. 

The new cruiser Charleston will be sent out as 
flagship to China as soon as she is accepted and 
goes in commission. It will be remombered 
that the Japanese boasted neta little of their 
new cruiser Naniwa, claiming that she was 
able to defy our whole Pacific squadron and 
capture San Francisco if neod be, 

he Charleston was built on the very designs 
of the Naniwa, but every detail was taken ad- 
yantage of which could be gained frosa later 
experience. It will not be surprising, therefore, 
if the Charleston on her advent in Chinese and 
Japanese waters will show tbe Oriental powers 
what American sbipbuilders are capable of 
right on the Paeific coast. 

It is understood, however, that the Union 
Iron Works is going to lese money on the 
Charleston. Its contract price was $1,017,000, 
whereas the Baltimore, a vessel of very little 
more tennage, was contracted for in the sum of 
$1,325,000. The Charleston’s trial will take 
place in about a week, and great things are ex- 
pected of her in naval circles.

CAUTIOUS TAMMANY. 

There was not so much indignation shown 
at the meeting of the Tammany Hail Committee 
of the Fourteenth Assembly District last night 
as was expested te be exprossed over the dis- 
missal of Daniel J. Moore from the post of 
Assistant Appraiser in the Custom House, Mr. 
Moore is a member of the committee. Since he 
has been in the Custom House he has procured 
mueh patronage for distribution among his fel- 


low-Tammanyites. So, when he was summarily 
decapitated last week, some of them taiked of 
President Cleveland’s ingratitude to ex-Regis- 
ter Jobn Reilly, the patron of the Four- 
teenth, and said that they would emit 
some wid wheoeps at the committee 
meeting. But the Tammany leaders 
are proceeding very cautieusly nowadays. They 
sat upon the friends of Mr. Moore. If, they 
said, Mr. Moore could show that he had been 
treated unjustiy he would get a remedy, but 
until:they knew all the facts connected with his 
dismissal his friends had better keep quiet. 

All that was done at the meeting last night, 
therefore, was the adoption of a metion, made 
by ex-Assemblyman Lewis J. Conlaun, instruct- 
ing the Chairman of the committee, Mr. Henry 
Bischoff, to request Congressman 8. S. Cox to 
ascertain the reason why Secretary Fairchild 
removed Mr. Moere. ‘Then, after admitting the 
10 men who are to represent the former Purroy 
Democracy, the committee emptied a few 
bottles and dispersed peacefully. The most 
prominent of the Purroy accessions are Claries 
E. Vernam of the Morton House and Meyer 
Butzel. 





CONTAMINATION OF WATER |IN PONDS. 
At last evening’s meeting of the New- 
York Academy of Seiences at Columbia Col- 
lege the paper for the evening was read by 
Mr. William L. Elseffer, who took for his sub- 
ject ‘The Tendency to Contamination in Arti- 
ficial Pends, Irrespective of Volume, with Ap- 
plication to the Quaker Bridge Dam.” Mr 
Elsefter devoted most of his paper to a treat- 
ment of his subject in its general sense. He 
explained the natural growths that ferm in all 
artificial waters,and explained fully under what 
sonditions contamination was most likely to 
occur. He opposed the Quaker Bridge Dam proj- 
ect a8 One that would be likely to yive the New- 
York of the future a dangerous water supply. 

“ These growths which centaminate artificial 
ponds,” said he, ** flourish best where the area 
and depth of water is greatest. In my opinion 
it would be much wiser to construct several 
smaller reservoirs than the huge basin pro- 
posed. The supply could then be better guarded 
against impurities.” 





IT WAS A “ HIPPODROME.” 

Ten of the contestants in the recent six- 
day women’s bicyele race at Madisen-Square 
Garden were entered by a Pittsburg man named 
Troy, and when at the end of the race he of- 
fered Lottie Stanley, the winner, $50, the same 
as the others received, she protested. Her law- 
yer claimed $250 for his cliemt, but the matter 
was amisably adjusted, Misa Stanley being 
givenanlI O U for $100 and a bicycle in addi- 
tion to the $50. 

Manager Troy admits that the exposure of the 
fact that the female bicyclists are a salaried 
traveling combination will seriousiy affect the 
prospects of his contemplated tour of the big 
cities of the country.

ALTACKING HIS PASTOR. 


THE REV. MR. LUCAS HAS HIS ACCUSER 


ARRESTED. 

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 18.—A case was heard in 
the Mayor’s court to-day involving the reputa- 
tion of the Rev. Elijah Lucas, Pastor of the 
Virst Baptist Church. The facts were brought 
out on his charge of criminal libel against 
Morris C. Werkheiser one of the former church 
members. 

Mr. Lucas has been Pastor of the First Baptist 
Chureh for 20 years, and 18 one of the most elo- 
quent men in this section of the State. Some 
time ago he learned that Mr. Werkheisor had 
been circulating stories reflecting seriously 
upon his reputation. He brought the matter to 
the notice of the church people, and Werkheiser 
was expelled from the church. The church trial 
aroused the bitterest of factional feelings, and 
the congregation has since been divided in 
sympathy between the Pastor and his accuser. 

Reeently Mr. Werkheiser issued a circular ac- 
cusing the Rey. Mr. Lucas of ali kinds of im- 
sake eg gp In the print he deseribed the 

2astor as an unscrupulous blackmailer, a vin- 
dictive, deliberate falsifier, a religious fraud of 
despicable depravity, a leper idol,a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing, a monster of iniquity, and a 
hardened and infamous religious impostor. 
When he saw tbe pamphlet, Mr. Lucas swere 
out @ warrant for Werkheiser’s arrest on a 
charge of criminal libel. The hearing to-day 
attrasted a throng of the church members to 
the court room. 

Ex-Judge Woodruff, who appeared for the de- 
fense, said that his client had no malicieus in- 
tent, but was moved only by his conviction 
that the minister was not morally fit to preside 
over his congregation. He told of the minis- 
ter’s visit to the wife of a member of the church 
when the latter was not at home. The husband 
finally ordered him from the house, but he con- 
tinued his visits surreptitiously till the hus- 
band’s anger became so hot that Mr. Lucas 
calied upen him to apologize for his language, 
threatening to expet him if he did not take back 
what he had said. He was alsoin the habit, the 
lawyer said, of taking long walks with a young 
lady member of the flock, On another occasion 
he had, when asked by a chureh member for a 
letter of dismissal, demanded $10 from the pa- 
rishioner. 

The hearing resulted in Mr. Werkbeiser’s being 
required to appear for furtner examination. 


SUIT INVOLVING A 
EEE NINES 
PLAINTIFF IS OFFERED AN EX- 

PENSIVE ALTERNATIVE, 

CuiIcaGo, Feb, 18.—Justice Moran’s opinion, 
filed in the Appellate Court this morning in 
the’suit of Joshua Sanders against Walter Ll. 
Peck, is another,chapter in the history of a real 
estate caso involving something like $1,000,000 
worth of property in the suburban town of 
Riverside, 

On Oct. 9, 1874, Peek and others filed a bill to 
foreclose a trust deed on Riverside lots, which 
had been made to seeure bonds to the amount 
of $1,000,000, of which the complainants were 


owners of $100,000 of “ preferred.’’ Ever since 
then there has been a fight, and it has been 
carried on appeals once to the Supreme Bench 
and twice to the Appellate Court. Sanders 
owned 301 lots in Riverside, made subject to 
the lien of the one-million-dollar trust deed. He 
also owned 195 bonds of the Chicago and Great 
Western Company, which he claimed he was 
entitied to surrender to the Trustee in the trust 
deed redemption of his lots as per the deed. In 
June, 1874, before the filing of the tirat bill, he 
tendered the bonds to the Trustee, wno refused 
to release the lots. 

_fhe Circuit Court held that Sanders was en- 
titlea by the plain terms of the deed of trust to 
the release he demanded, but it is also held that 
there wero other liens prior to this trust deed 
which covered a considerable number of the 
lots. Upon this point the fight has been. 

Justice Moran's opinion reverses that part of 
a former decree of the Circuit Court whieh di- 
rects that upon the delivery by Sanders to the 
Trustees of the 195 bonds the said 301 lots 
shall be turned over. It provides, however, 
that in case of Sanders’s failure within 90 days 
to select lots and surrender bonds, therefore 
paying back taxes to the amount of $2,212 Ol, 
his cross bill shall be dismissed,

COAL THAT ARKANSAS HAS.\ 


Prof. John C. Branner, State Geologiss of 


Arkansas, has made a report on the coal fields 
of that State, showing them to be more exten- 
sive than has been supposed. In the course of 
his report he says: 


“The territery here provisionally reported on 
covers an area of 2,080-square miles, all of 
which has been carefully mapped. It will be 
seen that of this area 1,027 square miles, or about 
haif of it, is within the geologic horizon at 
whieh coal oceurs and is probably underlain by 
commercially valuable coal. * * * 

* To arrive at some idea of the amount of the 
coal we may safely assume three feet as a fair 
average of its thiekness over the coal-bearing 
area. This is only an approximatien, but it ts 
sufficiently close for present purposes. Much 
of the coal is demonstrated to have w thickness 
of four and five teet and even wore, but this ox- 
cess is taken to compensate for deficiencies in 
thickness elsewhere, while thin but workable 
beds overlying or underlying the principal one 
may also be considered as additional compexsa- 
tions for such deficieneles. On this conserva- 
tive basis, and allowing twe-fifths of the coal 
fer waste and loss in mining, an acre has upon 
it 3,000 available tons of coal, and the 1,027 
square miles have 1,971,840,000 availabie tons, 

**At $1 50 per ton, the average price charged 
by coal companies at the mines, the available 
coal ou a Single acre would be sold fer $4,500. 
This, of course, includes the cost of mining and 
afair margin of profit. At the same rate the 
ooal over the 1,027 square miles is worth 

32,957,760,000.” 





POSTMASTER PEARSON'S HEALTH. 

A report that Postmaster Pearson was 
suffering from cancer in the stomach was de- 
nied by his friends yesterday. Mr. Pearson was 
in poor health during the early part of the Win- 
ter, and was examined by a physician. He was 
told that nothing serious was the trouble, how- 
ever. The Postmaster desided to take a vaca- 
tion for two or three weeks, and is now in 
Aiken, 8 C. He has improved in health, and 
has been gaining in welgit at the rate of four 
pounds per week. He is expected to retarn in 
a few days.

MORTALITY. 

The death losses for the year were somewhat 
above our average experience, but were so far 
inside the mortality to be expected by the table 
and provided for by our premiums as to leave a 
saving of about $480,000.

CAUGHT. 


THEY WERE, IT IS SAID, ONLY TESTING 
THE VALUE OF A BURGLAR ALARM. 
Boston, Feb. 18.—The continued series of 

burglaries in the little town of Saugus, in which 

one burglar was killed and Private Watebman 

Pitts received a death wound at the hands of 

the burglars, eulminated in the arrest shortly 

after midnight this morning of ex-Police Officer 

Oakes and an accomplice in the very act of 

breaking into the residence of Amos F. Stocker. 

The circumstances attending the arrest ana the 

subsequent conflicting revelations of the arreat- 

ed parties revéal a strange story, and the authori- 


ties anc citizens of the town are in a state of 
excitement rarely found in a New-EKngland 
Village. 

From information furnished by Jordan, the 
accomplice, a gouth of 17 years, several officers 
were in Waiting about the Stocker house, One 
of the pair pried open a window With a jimmy, 
setting off a burglar alarm reeently put in by 
Oakes himself. The otlieers then rushed in, ana, 
after a short chase and a shot from a revolver, 
captured beth men, 

When Oakes was captured and seeurely hana- 
cuffed he immediately began to whimper, “I 
didn’t kill Officer Pitts,” a remark that Was 
nervously repeated several times while being 
driven to the Lynn police station. Tnis and his 
state of agitation was considered suspicious, 
but the stories told by Oakes and Jordan after 
being locked up, if true in any particular, re- 
veal a scheme of a new description, 

Oakes, it seemed, was the agent fora burglar 
alarm. As stated, he had just placed one of 
these alarms on Stocker’s house. According to 
the story told by young Jordan, he was ap- 
proached by Oakes with criminal propositions 
several weeks ago. On Sunday Oakes came to 
him and urged him tejoin in ascheme for 
making money. He teld of the completion of 
the job of putting alarms on the Stocker house, 
aud wanted Jordan to go with him at uight, 
make an attompt to enter the house, sound the 
alarm, and thus spread far and wide the virt- 
ues of the burglar safeguard for which he was 
the agent. In brief, 1t was ostensibly an adver- 
tising scheme. Jordan finally, after aceepting 
a bribe, consented, and the arrests followed. 
Jordan also detailed other crimes in which he 
was asked to participate for advertising pur- 
poses, and a number of others in which appar- 
ently the alarm had no part. 

At the same time Oakes was telling a story 
of a similar nature in the cell in which he was 
placed, butin his story he figured as the se- 
duced and injured party. According to the 
puryweyor of burglar alarms, Jordan came to 
him with the proposal to go and ring the alarms 
to advertise the business. At first, he said, he 
declined the offer, but for reasons that ho de- 
clined to divulge he tinally consented. He says 
thatit was Jordan who opened the window; 
that he was without criminal intent, and can 
clear himself when the time comes. He also 
hints at a conspiracy to ruin him. 

When arrested Oukes were a police uniform 
concealed beneath au ordinary overcoat. The 
jimmy with which the window was opened bore 
the name of Oakes, and the officers have found 
that it exactly corresponds with the marks left 
by the jimmy used in entering the Saugus sta- 
tion at the time Watchman Pitts was shot. For 
a period of several weeks hardly a night has 
passed without an attempt to burglarize some 
house in this town.

THE WORK OF THE SOCIETY OF 
CHICAL RESEARCH. 

NEW: HAVEN, Feb. 18.—Harlow Gale, ’85, a 
post-graduate student at Yale, is the local agent 
of the American Society for Psyohical Re- 
search, and has for more than a year been mak- 
ing investigations. among the students of coin- 
cidenees betweon real events and dreams or 
hallucinations. Tris society was formed in 
1887, with headquarters in Bosten. The mom- 
bers believe that the coincidence of dreams and 
incidents are caused by the transference or in- 
terchange of mind between the person affected 
by the incident and the dreamer, and they are 
endeavoring to theorize on the connecting 


link. The psychologists hepe to effect a eom- 
plete demonstration by comparing the phe- 
nomena connected with dreams with the phe- 
nomevon of mesmerism, and it is ia that line 
that the researches are now being made, 

Last year Mr. Gale received abdeut 1,000 an- 
swers. Thirteen per cent. of the persons inter- 
viewed had had dreams or hallucinations of 
remarkable vividness, and of these six had cein- 
eided with actual eccurrences. Mr. Gale says 
that thisis avery good average. Most of the 
cases were of painful incidents, which goes to 
substantiate the idea that trouble is the strong- 
est bond between Kindred minds. Mr. Gale 
gives as an illustration the case of an academie 
Student who has a brother in a Government 
position on an island off the coast of China. The 
student vividly dreamed that his brother 
was attacked by the natives. Shortly aiter- 
ward he received a cablegram that his brother 
had taken part in suppressing @ native insur- 
rection and was severely wounded. The de- 
tails received later show that the facts were 
just as the student had dreamed. A theological 
studeut testified that he had been greatly im- 
pressed by a dream that a friend had fallen and 
shot himself while out hunting, and the next 
morning he received « dispatch that the person 
of whom he dreamed had been Killed in exactly 
those circumstances. 

Another case which is noted by Mr. Gale con- 
cerns a murder in the eastern part of Connecti- 
cut. A husband and wife in a manufacturing 
town suddenly disappeared, and nothing was 
known of their whereabouts. Aftera time the 
wife’s mother arrived at the village. She had 
not known of her daughter’s disappearance, but 
had dreamed that the young woman had been 
drowned by her husband and buried ina seclud- 
ed part of the woods. She prevaiied on the vil- 
jege efticers to accompany her to the spot, and 
tnere the buried body was feund. The time of 
the dream coincided with the timeof disap- 
pearance, and, though the husband could not 
be convicted on such evidence, public senti- 
ment found him guilty. Other cases investi- 
gated by Mr. Gale are given by prominent New- 
Haven people whose testimony will be un- 
doubted, and they wiil be of value to the so- 
elety.

‘BRIBERY IN THE MARKETS 


I 

‘TROUBLE, OAUSED BY THE 
OCONTROLLBEHS ACTION. 
‘DE}LANCEY NICOLL NOW TO ASSIST 
| THE COMMISSIONERS _ OF , ACCOUNTS 





IN CONDUCTING THE INVESTIGATION. 
When De Lancey Nicoll .reconsidered, 
Baturday-afternoon, the determination of him- 
self and his clients to Withdraw from the prose- 
cution of the inquiry into the distribution of 
stands in the new West Washington Market he 
did it fora purpose. His purpose was revealed 
yesterday morning when he appeared before 
the Commissioners of Accounts and made a 
specch reiterating his withdrawal, and putting 
on record the reasons moving him and his 
clients. At the same time it was made appar- 
ent that while Mr. Nicoll, as a private counsel 
for angry marketmen, would disappear from 
the scene of the inquiry, he would reappear 4s 
counsel for the Commissioners of Accounts. 
In the beginning of his speech Mr. Nicoll de- 
clared it to be untrue that he had gone into the 


case as an instrument of Tammany Hall, paid 
out of its treasury, te pound the County De- 
mocracy. He was, he said, only the counsel for 
20 or 30 marketmen who live in New-Jersey 
and who, rather than pay for admission to the 
new market, preferred to expose to the publio 
the circumstances under Which such admission 
was to be obtained. He deciared that every- 
thing charged Py his clients had been proved, 
including the allegation that they had been ex- 
cluded from the new market under the pre- 
tense of reform, while ** political heelers’’ had 
been improperly admitted. 

Just as he was about to {reveal the bottom 
of a seething mass of corruption, Mr. Nieoll 
said, Controller Myers took an action which put 
@ seal on the lips of all stanchelders. The 
Controller had practically told them that they 
must keep quiet or lose their stands. In view 
of this fact, Mr. Nicoll said, he could no longer 
take the money of his clients to continue in 
the investigation. He intimated that the 
course of the Corporation Counsel had not been 
absolutely fair in the inquiry, but udded that 
he had been informed that that official would 
change his eourse. ‘ 

Cemmissioner Holahan remarked that it was 
unfertunate tifat Controller Myers had reveked 
Kilby’s permit, because it might prevent other 
standholders from talking. Yet he and Com- 
missioner Barker were determined to go ou with 
the inquiry, hoping that they would bo enabled 
to make a report vindicating the Controller's 
ottice, but with the purpose te get all the facts 
and do exact justice. He asked Mr. Nicoll if he 
would permit the Commissioners of Accounts toe 
request the’ Corporation Counsel to make him 
their special counsel. Mr. Nicoll leftthe matier 
in the bands of the Commissioners. 

The suggestion of Mr. Nieoll that Controller 
Myers would recall his revocation of C. P. Kil- 
by’s stand permit was not veriiied. The Con- 
troller did consider doing it, because be had 
made up his mind thatit might have been bet- 
ter for him to have delayed the revocation. But 
he took legal advice and finally decided that 
Mr. Kilby had been properly punished for his 
participation in bribery. 

Corporation Counsel Beekman said he had 
had no other desire than to have the Inquiry 
carried on properly. In proof of this, as soun as 
he reosived a letter from the Commissioners of 
Aceounts asking him to assign Mr. Nicoll to 
them as special counsel he appointed him. In 
this letter, informing the Commissioners of his 
action, he said: “The Controller informs me 
that ne is exceedingly anxious that there should 
be no embarrassment in the way of the prosecu- 
tion of your inrestigation, and that if Mr. Nicoll 
is able to produce any further evidence show- 
ing that there have been any improper practiecs 
in the management of his department he is in- 
terested in having the fullest possible disclos- 
ures made.” 

: The inquiry will be resumed to-morrow mora- 
ng. 

It was said: about the General Sessions build- 
ing yesterday that the Grand Jury had consid- 
ered the documents that were sent to the Dis- 
trict Attorney in relation to the West Washing- 
tom Market investigation, and that one indict- 
ment might be found. In the District Attor- 
ney’s office, however, it Was given out that the 
Matter was not as yet in any shape to be made 
public.

A ROW IN THE ~BOARD. 


LIVELY MERBTING OF THE BROOKLYN 
BRIDGE TRUSTEES. 

A quorum of the Brooklyn Bridge Trustees 
managed te get together yesterday and had quite 
@ lively meeting. Mayor Grant made his first 
appearance as an ex offielo Trustes. 

The Sperry bill was attacked by Superintend- 
ent Martin in a letter to the Trustees, in which 
he said that 115,000,000 passengers had been 
carried across the bridge without loss of life. 
This showing was due to the maintenance of 
the kind of discipline at whieh the Sperry Dill 
strikes, Trustee Kenny then offered resolutions 
that the board deem the propesed change in the 
status of employes on the bridge railroad un- 
wise. The bill goes beyond the civil service 
law and the regulations existing under {t in 
the measure of protection afforded to employes, 


both national and State laws allowing dismiss- 
als without investigation. The resolutions 
directed the officers of the board to oppose the 
passage of the bill and te lay the protest of the 
board before the Legisiature. They were 
adopted without dissert. : j 

Next came as report from the Committee on 
Terminal Facilities. This committee began 
work two years ago, calling in consultation 
Engineer Charlies E. Emery. After various cen- 
ferences, plans, and maps, Mr. Emery and the 
bridge engineers were set at work iundependent- 
ly. They reached practically the same conclu- 
sion in regard to terminal plans. Mr. Emery 
sent in a bill for $600 for drawings and $10,000 
for serviees. Mr. Brush moved that Mr. Emery 
be offered $9,000. The motion was lost, and 

resident Howell was authorized to settle with 
him at such a figure as might seem just. 

Ktegular business out of the way, Trustee 
Higgins rose toa question ef privilege. It was 
about comments on his resolution of the pre- 
vious meeting forbidding further purchases of 
supplies frem any one interested in the manage- 
rmeut of the bridge. The resolution was almed 
at Trustees Swan, who has been selling oil and 
grease to tbe bridge purchasers. Mr. Higsins 
wanted to remark that there was nothing per- 
sonal in his action. Anybody who supposed 
that because he ones hada political quirrel 
with Mr. Swan he would seek revenge in this 
fashion was mistaken. Duty only furnished his 
motive. Mr. Higgins went onto eay that he 
had resigned frem the Finance Committee two 
years ago because he fonnd Mr, Swan a member 
of that committee and Treasurer of the board, 
auditing his own accounts for supplies. He 
thought that Mr. Swan's ambition to serve the 
city had led him tnto accepting too many 
otlices. Since the last meeting he had Jearned 
that the law forbade bank Directers to hold 
positions of public trust. Mr. Swan was a Di- 
rector of the Commercial Bank. Seme friends 
of Mr. Swan’s had tried to justify Mr..Swan’s’ 
sales ef oil and grease by saying that he let the 
bridge have them at cost. Tnis was wreng, if 
true, for the bridge was uot in need of sharity, 
and Mr. Swan, like every seller, was fairly en- 
titled to a protit. Accordingly, Mr. Higgins 
moved for the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to find ous the difference between the 
market price of oil and grease for the period 
covered by Mir. Swan’s supplies, and to report 
the same to the board. 

Mr. Mollenkauer said he knew about oil and 
grease, and, as aimember of the Finance Coim- 
mittee, he regarded Mr. Higgins’s remarks an 
insult to the committee. Gen. Barnes said 
Mr. Higgins had convicted himseif of infidelity 
in not befere bringing this two-year-old matter 
to the attention of the Trustees. Mr. Bush took 
a hand also, and stirred Mr. Higgins to such ir- 
relevant and vigorous speeeh about his ambi- 
tien tobe Mayor of Brooklyn and so on that 
Mr. Anderson, remarking that already a “* fine 
chowder” had been furnished the newspapers, 
moved an adjournment. 








LHFORM IN HKLECTIONS, 





VIEWS EXPRESSED IN THE YOUNG MEN’S 
DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 

At last night’s meeting of the Young 
Men’s Democratic Club at the Hoffman House 
the bill providing for the election of municipal 
officers in April—on the first Tuesday after the 
tirss Monday—iustead of in November with the 
State and national elections, was reported fa- 
vorably by the special committee having it in 
charge, and without discussion was recom- 
mended favorably to the Legislature. 

The same committee presented a long report 
upon the Electoral Reform bill and upon the 
question in general as involved in the various 
measures recently adepted or pending in the 
different Legislatures of the States. The pro- 
posed Springer amendment to the United States 
Constitution, abolishing the Electoral Coliege 
and providing for the election of the President 
and Vice-President by the popular vote, met 
with approval, but its enactment seened too re- 
mote to call for extended consideration. The 
other proposition was that involved in the va- 
rious forms of bills embodying the Australian 
system of voting. These had first re- 
ceived favorable consideration in this eoun- 
try from the Demoucratic Party. It had 
been applied to loeal elections in Louisville, 
Ky., and Henry Wattersoa had indorsed it as 
an etfective means of securing honest elections 
andes a practical and easy operating law. 
The Senate of [ndiana nad just passed a similar 
measure by au almost strict party vote, the 
Democratic majority votiag solidly for it. The 
bill passed at the last session of the New-York 
Legislature was defective, constitutionally, and 
had theretore been properly vetoed by Gov. 
Hill. The present bill did not contain that de- 
fect, Dnt it should be amended in the direction 
of providing greater security for the secresy of 
the ballot. 

The Canadian system of checking the ballot 
was advised, These amendments Were unani- 
mously favored by the committees = and, 
with the amendments, two members of the 
committee, Edward B. Whitney ana George 
Walion Green, tavered its adoption, aud two, 
Roger Foster and Barton 8S. Weeks, opposed 
it because it had not been suificiently tried 
to determine its advisability. They thought 
that if the Legislature would enaet provisions 
forafree space aboutthe polls and a secret 
piace throngh which the voter was to pass before 
depositing his bailot, sufficient reform for the 
present emergency would be accomplished. The 
report will be printed and made the special 
order for a special meeting of the club next 
Monday night.

STEVE BRODIE'S COLD SWIM

He had madea bet witha sporting man that 
he would swimin his new rubber suit from 
Ninetieth-street to the Brooklyn Bridge witbino 
two hours, and at 12:15 yesterday afternoon he 
was lot down Into the water. A shiver passed 
over him as he felt the celd and then he struck 


outforthe middie of the stream, which was 
clear ofice. There was a good ebb tide, and 
Brodie was able to paddle ‘his way down with 
little exertion. A nasty, stiff, and raw wind 
waa biowing that drove the fine rain and spray 
into his face. He was fellowed by a boat that 
contained Louis Blesser, James Shea, and P. 
Kilgore, and also by a steam launch with 15 
people on board. 

Woen oft Eightieth-street a steam yacht sail- 
ing up stream struck Brodie in the rios and 
turned him over. He was helpless in this posi- 
tion, being unable to right himeelf, ana worald 
have been drowned had not his friends quickly 
rowed up and turned him again upon his baek. 
Of Sixty-ninth-street the boat containing 
Brodie’s friends was upsetand they all got a 
cold bath. They gotin again and rowed in te 
shore.

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A GIFT TO THE MUSEUM. 


MRS. JOHN CROSBY BROWN’S RARE COL- 
LECTION OF MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 
Mrs.' John Crosby Brown has _present- 

ed to the Metropolitan Museum of Art her 

collection of musieal instruments, which con- 
sists of 266 pieces, some of which’are exceeding- 
ly rare. 

This rich and unique gift was tendered to the 
officers of the Musoum some weeks ago and & 
committee, of which Mr. William L. Andrews is 
Chairman, was appointed te confer with Mrs. 
Brown. The collection of instruments, which 
is in Mra. Brown’s Summer home on the 
Orange Mountains, New-Jersey, was inspected 
andthe members.of the committeo were con- 
vinced that the collection would he an interest- 
ingand valuable acquisition to the Metropolitan 
Museum’s artobjects. In Mrs. Brown’s collection 
there are, fortunately,;but fow duplicates of the 
instruments in the collection recently presented 
to the museum by Mrs, Luey Drexel. 

Ata meeting of the Trustees of the Museum 
held in Cornelius Vanderbilt's offies in tho 
Grandad Central Station yeaterday afternoon, 
Mra. Brown’s letter presenting her cellectien to 
the institution was read. here was a very 
full attendance of the Trustees, and Mr. Henry 
G. Marquand presided. 

Mrs. Brown gives the Museum her musical 
instruments outright,, but asks in her letter 
that she and her son be permitted to have 
access to them atall times, and she reserves 
the privilege of exchanging any instrument in 
the colleetion for a better one whenever 
a better one can be found. The board 
unanimously accepted the gift, and  will- 
ingly accorded Mra. Brown the privileges that 
she asked for. A formal vote of thanks was 
passed, and Mr. Andrews and the Secretary of 
the board were appointed a committee to som- 
municate the action of the Trustees to Mrs. 
Brown and arrange for the removal ef the in- 
struments to the Museum Building. It is prob- 
able that the collection will be on view in the 
Museum within the next two or three weeks. 

Persons who have seen this rare assortment 
of musical instruments and are qualified to 
speak intelligently of its value, as compared 
with similar collections in other cities, say that 
itis unsurpassed in rarity or completeness by 
the colleevions in Paris, Berlin, and Vienna. 
The great collection atthe South Kensington 
Museum is said to be the only one in England 
that rivals Mrs. Brown's oGollection. Mr. 
Wiillam Adams Browa, son of the generous 
donor of this gift to the Museum, has prepared 
acomplete catalogue of the cellection which 
greatly enhances its value, This catalogue is 
published ina neat volume, which is entitled 
**Musical Instruments and Their Homes.” Mrs. 
Brown says of the book: * The value of this 
volume asan adjunct te my oolicction cannet 
be overestimated. [tis of great importance as 
a contributien to musical history. Pen and ink 
sketches have been furnished by my son for 
each of the 266 inatruments, and be has de- 
voted much time and research in proeuring the 
necessary information. This is probably the 
only important collection of ‘musical iustru- 
ments in this country that is catalogued. The 
large collections in the National Museum in 
Washington, the National Conservatory in Bos- 
ton, and the Drexel eellection now in the Metro- 
politan Museum are still unoatalogued.” 

The instruments collested by Airs. Brown rep- 
resent many countries and many ages. There 
are instruments of modern make and instru- 
ments that were played upon by the ancients. 
There is avery eomplete and yalnable collec- 
tion of the musical instruments of HKurepe, and 
rare and curious instruinents from Persia, 
Palestine, India, China, Japan, Siam, Arabia, 
Syria, Egypt, Purkey, Algiers, North Ainerica, 
and South America. No estimate of the money 
value of this collection has been made. Mrs. 
Brown bas spenta great deal of money and 
many yeara’ time in getting the 266 instruments 
together, and it is doubttuljif she could tell to- 
day what the collection has cost her,

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE MILITARY 
AND INDUSTRIAL DEMONSTRATIONS. 
The Parade Committee of the Washing- 

ton Centennial Celebration has been notified 

that the Maryland National Guard will be rep- 
resented April 30 by at least one regiment and 

a battalion of infantry in addition to Gov. 

Elihu BE. Jackson and the staff of the Com- 

mander-in-Chief. The regiment certain to be 

sent forward is the Fifth Maryland of Balti- 
more. The Baltimore Light Infantry Battalion 
is.likely to be the othor organization. 

Major-Gen. Schofield, who will have eom- 
mana of the military as Grand Marshal, has 
appointed Capt. 8. E. Blunt chief of staff. The 
order of proeession has been tentatively desig- 
nated as follows: The troops of the Regular Army 
of the United States, infantry and artillery, 
with pessibly a detachment of cavalry; United 
States marines and saiiors of the United States 
Navy, these divisions to constitute two bri- 
gades, to which will be attached, in the discre- 
tion of the War and Navy Departments, the 
Corps of Cadete from the United States Miil- 
tary Academy at West Point and the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis; the National Guard, 
volunteer militia, and State troops of the ceun- 
try in the order of the entrance into the Unton 
of the several States to which they are accred- 
ited; the Military Order of the Loyal Legion of 
the United States, and the Grand Army of the 
Republic. itis now estimated that these com- 
bined forces will aggregate 60,000 ef all ranks.

SUBWAYS MUST BH ‘USED. 
cited catia 
MAYOR GRANT INSISTS THAT THE LAW 
BE OBEYED. 

‘*T am opposed to granting any more per- 
mits for poles and wires in streets where we 
have subways,” said Mayor Grant ata meeting 
ef the Beard of Electrical Control yesterday. 
“In other casos,” he continued, ‘I shall favor 
permits only when absolutely necessary. I am 
also opposed te granting any more permits for 
trunk lines of telegraph under any circum- 
atances. I understand that it has been the cus- 
tem of the Seeretary of this board te issue por- 
mits. I therefore move that no more permits 
for new poles or wires ke granted excepting by 
this board in open meeting, and that all permits 
already isaned, but not acted upon, or net ex- 
hausted, be revoked.” 

The motion was adopted, and the police were 
erdered to be notified of it, so that they should 
prevent the ereetion ef poles and the stringing 
of new wires. The Mayor then procured the 
adoption of a resolution declaring that tele- 
graph trunk lines shall only be carried through 
this city in subways hereafter. He then asked 
the board’s expert exactly what had been douse 
to hasten the test of the subways by the United 
Btates Iuminating Company. Mr. Wheeler 
answered that he had selected a_ single 
wire cable for the test, and the Mayor 
expressed surprise that it had _ taken 
three weeks to make sucha selection. He was 
more surprised when told that it would take 45 
days to make the test, and he hinted that Ex- 

ert Wheeler would do well to move more 
swiftly than hitherto. Then he had Mr. Wheel- 
er charged with the duty of imquiring into 
every application for a permit to put up poles 
and wires, and imformed Mr. Wheeler and 
everybody olse that he propesed that the sub-

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LABOR IN OONNEOTIOUT. 


RANGE OF OCCUPATIONS AND 
WAGES IS BEING REDUCED. 

New-HAvEN, Fob. 18.—The fourth annual re- 
port of the Connecticut Bureasw of Labor Sta- ’ 
tistics has been issued. It is an important and 
interesting work. It opens with the statement 
of the result of the figures and informations 
taken frem the books and pay rolls of 90 estab- 
lishments, representing 20 lines of manu- 
faeture in the State. Inthe Fall of 1887 inves- 
tigation had shown that the reai cause of dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the laboring people 
was the belief that their wages were not just 
in proportion to the profits received by their 
employers. On the other hand employers be- 
lieved that wages were as high as the condition 
of business weuld justify, and that any consid- 
erable advance would necessitate the closing of 
many of the factories and workshops in the 


State. In many instances, 1t was asserted, 
factories were run ata positive loss. As this 
was the real question it was decided by the 
Labor Bureau to enter upen an investigation of 
wages, cost of living, and profits of business in 
the order named. j 

{oformation from employers and Nero a 
has been furnished the bureau with eratifying 
exhibitions of confidence, and it has been re- 
turned or destroyed when made use ef. Much 
interest was exhibited in the work on all sides. 

The report says there is now far less eom- 
plaint of unreasening and unthinking agitation 
among such employes than before, and a notice- 
able willingness to adjust questioas on reason- 
able terms. But while there is an abandon- 
ment of industrial warfare among the laboring 
peopie there is a deep-seated convictien that 
laborers are losing ground in the industrial tur- 
moil, and that rapidly-ehanging conditions and 
methods of production are crowding the work- 
ingmen into closer and closer lines ef activity 
and reducing the number and range ef thtir oe- 
cupations and their wages without a corre- 
sponding reduction in the cost of living; dimin- 
ishing the number of smali manufacturers and 
multiplying the number of wage earners as 
these are crowded out by the large corporations. 
Just where the trouble lies or what it is is net 
clear to their minds, but in some general way 
itis summed up that the lsborer’s share is not 
in just proportion to his employer’s, and that 
his opportanisies to rise are diminished. 

When the manufacturers were questioned, the 
wages of the present time were cempared with 
those of 1860, and im this examination it was 
found that many of the efficials of the eoncerns 
now were formerly common laborers in the 
same employ. In many of these corporations 
the ranks of jaborera are carefully watched for 
men having the necessary qualifications for ad- 
vancement; hense the reportsays, itis a mistake 
for the labering man, because the conditions ef 
his lot seem hard, to relax his efforts to do his 
best at all times, The contract system of work 
in many factories, 1s is said, gives money to 
contractors whieh ought to go to laborers; and 
it does so because laboring men have not been 
wise enough to makeit for their employers’ in- 
terest to dispense with the middleman. The 
pian of weekly payments has gained in favor 
during the past year. It is very generally 
favored, but some of the corporations have not 
yet adopted 1t; and this is probably the most 
fruitful source of complaint among the laboring 
people to-day, as the non-adoption is regarded 
as a sort of intimidation. 

The law limiting the work for women and 
children to 60 hours per week is gen- 
erully conscientiously obeyed, but that 
compelling the attendance of children under 
13 years of age -at school is enforced with 
difficuity, unscrupulous parents resorting to 
various subterfuges to keep their ehildren at 
work in the mills. Commissioner Hotchkiss, in 
conclusion, deprecates the blacklisting of em- 
pleyes and the beycetting of employers, and 
Bays they are both relics of barbarism, and that 
their very names should be forgotten. 

Under the head of manufactures it is shown 
that the 90 establishments abeve referred to 
manufactured in 1887 goods to the value of 
$45,618,192 80 at a not profit of $2,868,191 75. 
Tne wages of the 28.256 hands employed 
amounted to 29.17 per cent. of the cost of 
goods manufactured, or $12,470,277 87. 

The statistics on comparative wages and the 
cost of food, 1860 to 1887, show that there has 
been an average advance in the wages of males 
in the oocupations shown since 1860 of 43 per 
cent. and of females 57 per cent.

MR. WINANTS PRESENTS A NEW DORMI- 
TORY BUILDING. 
NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Feb. 18.—Garret EF. 
Winants of Bergen Point has, it is announced 
to-day, made a noble gift to Rutgers College. 
Mr. Winants is a millionaire, well able to scarry 
out his plans, and when he learned recently 
that the college was, ewing to its recent ex- 
traordinary growth, in need of a dormitory, he 
decided to erect one and presemt it to the 
college. He communicated with President 
Gates, and the result was the preparation of 

plans for the sew strueture. 

The dormitory will be the largest of the 
college buildings, and will correspond some- 
whatin style tothe new laboratory building, 
which is just nearing completion. The main 
building will be 160 reeset leng by 60 deep, and 
there will be two wings 40 feet deep. The 
building will be four stories high, the upper 
three stories being of pressed brick, and the 
Jower or ground story of Newark cut stone. It 
will aceommodate 100 students, and as the 
students already have the advantages of Hert- 
zog Halland the two largest chapter houses, 
this will be as many as will for the present 
uae their boarding houses for a closer college 

8. 

The rooms will be arranged in suites, con- 
sisting of a parlor or study and s bedroom. 
The building will be known as Winants Hall. 
Its costis not stated, but this cannot be less 
than $75,000, and will probably be as least 
$160,000. 

The dormitory will be located on the beauti- 
fully-shaded college campus on College-avenue, 
fronting on the campus ané at right angles 
withthe main line of the college buildings, 
Kirkpatrick Chapel, ‘‘Queens’’ College, Geo- 
logical Hall, and Van Nest Hall. The new 
forty-thousand-dollar laboratory for the ex- 
periment station work connected with Rutgers 
(the State eollege) is now nearly completed, 
and these new buildings will add greatly to the 
facilities of the college, and with the four or 
tive new Professors added to tho Faculty this 
year and the large addition to the endowment 
proposed (to which a twenty-five-thousand-dol- 
lar subscription was recently made) will give 
the Institution a decided boom.

Gay, and action was taken toward making a 
suitable response to Mr. Winants for his gift.

A JUDICIAL OPINION THAT POSTPONES 
THE FINAL VICTORY. 
PritrspurG, Feb. 18.—In the United States 
Cireuit Court to-day a per curiam decision’ was 





Electric Light Company (Westinghouse) against 
the McKeesport Electric Light Company (Edi- 
son.) The question at this stage of the litiga- 
tion wagon the motion made by the Edison 
company for two months’ additional time in 
which to submit the general defense to the mat- 
ters contained in the bill filed by the Westing- 
house company. 

The argument attracted unusual attention, 
not Only because of the array of legal talent on 
each side, but because of the vast commercial 
and corporation interests invelved. The Edi- 
80D people assumed the fignt of the McoKees- 
port Company, and contended that under ad- 
Vice they had limited their answer to the bill 
filed by the Westinghouse or Consolidated Com- 
pany to proving that when Sawyer and Manno 
made application for letters patent the device 
described by them for electric Nghting was 
neither new nor novel, having been specified 
and substantially described in an articis pub- 
lished ina New-York paper several years pre- 
vious to the date of the application. The argu- 
ment lasted an entire day, and the extension 
Was opposed most vigorously, the Westinghouse 
interests contending that the motion was simply 
to delay a tinal determination of the question. 

To-day the decision was rerdered. It is as 
follows: “It is very evident to us that as a 
matter of strict legal right the defendant is not 
entitled toan order allowing the intreduction 
at this stage of the ease of evidenee in chief. It 
wasthe duty of the defendant to putin the 
proofs in support of such of the defenses as 
were relied upon within the period of three 
montns heretofore assigned for that purpose, 
and we recognize the cogeney of the objections 
urged against the allowance of the present ap- 
plication.” 

“Nevertheless, that there may be no pessible 
failure in justice, we have coneluded to grant 
the defendant leave to take further evidence to 
sustain the defenses generally, but we will 
limit the time for so doing to one month from 
this date. At the end of that peried the plaint- 
iff shall have one month to put in evidence in 
reply, and the cause shall be set down for final 
hearing at the next May term of the court, and 
itis 80 ordered.” : 

The fact that there has been no judicial de- 
cision on the olaims made by the rival parties 
gives this order of the court special force. It 
cempels both parties to elose their case within 
two months, so that final determination, so far 
as this court is concerned, can be obtained at 
the next Mayterm. The legal battle between 
these gigantic electric corporations attracts 
much attention the country over.

Grinnett found Ressige in thesaloen, struek 
up an acquaintance, and when Ressige left ao- 
companied him. On tho way he offered him a 
dring. Ressige swallowed a smalidose. They 
parted. Grinnett met the stranger the next day. 
He was accused of not doing the job, the man 
saying that if Ressige took a big drink he woula 
be @ corpse in a few minutes. Grinnett get 
scared and reperted the matter to the police. 
He had an engagement with the strawger for 
last night at Chicago and Exchange streets. 
The two met and Detective Mack and Officer 
Martin arrested him. 

At Police Headquarters he sald his name was 
Herman Hilbrand of 75 Adame-street, where 
Ressige’s father-in-law lives. A four-ounce bot- 
tle of poison was found on Hilbrand. Ressige 
said that he was sick all Thursday night from 
the effects of the dose given to him by Grin- 
nett.
